Annual Town Election 
APRIL 12, 1975 


A legal meeting of the Town of East Bridgewater was held in the 
Middle School (formerly Junior High School) Cafeteria on Saturday, 
April 12, 1975, under a warrant issued by the selectmen and dated March 
24, 1975, to bring in their votes for the election of Town Officers. 


Specimen ballots, penalty and instruction cards were duly posted, the 
ballot boxes were inspected by the election officers in each precinct and 
found to register zero and be empty, and all machines were inspected and 
found to be in order with all seals intact. All requirements of the law were 
complied with before declaring the polls open at 8 a.m. All election 
workers were sworn to the faithful performance of their duties by Town 
Clerk Elaine S. Powers and the Wardens. 


Election workers in Precinct I were Warden, Loraine Burger, R; Dep.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 
We hereby submit our report for the year ending December 31, 1975. 


The year 1975 has been a very busy and challenging year for the Board 
of Selectmen. Many hearings were held for various licenses, etc. and 
decisions rendered were to benefit everybody concerned. 


This year we saw the retiring of State Rep. Robert E. McCarthy as a 
Selectman to accept the challenge of State Senator. Bob served the posi- 
tion well for six years. Newly elected member John J. Gilbride has been a 
very able replacement. He served his apprenticeship as a member of the 
Finance Committee. 


Because of CETA, a Federal program, we were able to hire Mr. Robert 
Barnie as an administrative assistant. Bob served us well for the three 
months he was on the job, as a liaison with other departments, answering 
Federal and State correspondence, applying for Flood Plain Insurance and 
the filing of a successful application for a HUD grant of $13,310.00 to 
build dugouts and bleachers for Strong’s Field. 


At the Annual Town Meeting the voters approved three additional fire- 
men, giving us a complement of seven permanent men. We are now able 
to man the Fire Department with two men around the clock. 


This fall we opened our town gasoline pumps which are located at the 
Fire Station. We feel this will be a substantial savings to the town over 
the years and will give us better control of gasoline consumption. The 
Board continued department head meetings in October and are holding 
these meetings monthly until the Annual Meeting in April 1976. We feel 
these meetings are not only useful to the Board but provide a forum for 
town officials in preparing for the Annual Town Meeting. 


Our Bicentennial Commission, under the leadership of Mrs. Dorothy 
G. White, Chairperson, has sponsored many activities during the past year, 
and we are very grateful for her dedication. (For more information re- 
garding same, please refer to their report in this book). 


Mr. Dana G. Chase has very ably accepted the task to serve as Chairman 
of the Plymouth County Advisory Board. This means meeting with ap- 
pointees from every town and one city in Plymouth County, for the pur- 
pose of reviewing the Plymouth County Commissioner’s Budget, and 
making recommendations regarding same. He is to be commended for the 
long hours given to this project. 


During the year, plans were completed for the installation of traffic 
signals at the intersection of Central and Washington Streets; they are 
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65 
now in operation and from all reports, the accident rate has diminished 
greatly. 


At our Annual Town Meeting in April, funds were appropriated to 
purchase land from Mr. Francis H. Flagg to enable the State Department 
of Public Works to make changes and install signal lights at the inter- 
section of Bedford and West Streets. A survey is now being made of the 
site in preparation to sign a deed to purchase the property, after which 
the matter will be turned over to the State Dept. of Public Works to 
proceed with their plans for further changes. 


The Board congratulates Mr. Stanley B. Goldman who has retired as 
Superintendent of Schools after 37 years of dedication to the children of 
East Bridgewater. A copy of our resolution is contained in this report. 
Also several other devoted town employees retired during this year, viz: 
Sgt. Harold K. Marland in the East Bridgewater Police Department, re- 
tired on March 15, 1975; Mr. Cecil W. Hoyt retired on April 12, 1975, 
after serving on the Board of Water Commissioners for 30 years, also 
served as Tree Warden for a number of years; Mr. Harold F. Doherty, 
who served on the Fire Department and the Board of Public Welfare for 
many years, retired on October 31,1975 after being employed for thirteen 
years on the Highway Department.

East Bridgewater, Massachusetts 


This department was very fortunate in obtaining a Highway Safety 
Car thru the Governor’s Highway Safety Committee. This vehicle is used 
for highway safety enforcement and cannot be used as part of the existing 
fleet per stipulations set forth by the state. 


The Court calendar has been a particularly heavy one and we were 
advised that 275 cases will be heard in 1976. This will necessitate Police 
Officers appearing for these cases as well as cases for 1976. 


The House Check requests have increased for the past year. We urge 
citizens to use this service available by the department if they plan to be 
away for vacations or any other reason. At this time I would like to 
request the cooperation of the citizens in reporting Suspicious Vehicles 
seen to this department. Possibly a house break or other crime may be 
averted. 


The year 1975 saw the appointment of Special Police Officer Gloria A. 
Langdon for the department. Among her varied duties have been lectures 
given on the subject of rape, which has been brought into focus thru the 
enactment of Massachusetts Acts of 1974, Chapter 581. I have been ad- 
vised that these lectures have been well received by the females attending. 
Special Police Officer Langdon has had special training including a course 
by the Massachusetts Criminal Justice at the Brockton Police Academy

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Report of the Fire Department

Following is my report for the year 1975. During this period this 
department responded to 399 calls as follows:

Our Combination #1 is now a dual purpose vehicle; firefighting and 
rescue. New equipment has been purchased and installed on this truck to 
bring its capability to where we can respond to just about any emergency 
that can be foreseen and give the service our people deserve. In conjunc- 
tion with this project five of our permanent firefighters have completed 
a course in vehicle extrication and care of victims in preparation for trans- 
portation to the hospital. This course is presented by the Mass. Fire- 
fighting Academy with instructors from Mass. Institute of Fire Depart- 
ment Instructors. Our two remaining permanent firefighters will take 
this course at the first opportunity available. 


Education and Training 


Education within our department is continuing as stated above; five 
firefighters have completed an extrication course. One firefighter has 
completed an E.M.T. course, two have completed courses in Structural 
Firefighting, and one has completed a course in Arson and Fire Prevention. 
A highlight of our training program is the fact that one of our firefighters 


We 


completed a seven week course in Basic Firefighter Training at the Barn- 
stable Training Academy. The format of this program satisfies the National 
Standards set forth by the N.F.P.A. 


All the above is in addition to our own training program we have here 
at our own station twice each month. A very high percentage of the time 
required for this is given by our firefighters, both permanent and call, 
at no cost to the Town. 


A complete set of IFSTA training manuals has been purchased by this 
department, as well as books and material for a small library and study 
facilities we plan to have upstairs in our station. 


On July 1, 1975 three additional permanent firefighters were added to 
this department, thus reaching my goal of a total of seven set upon my 
appointment as Chief in October 1973. The many advantages of these 
additional men in respect to your fire protection is very evident. Another 
important gain is that I have been able to assign one of these men to 
Fire Prevention. Records are now in order, our inspection program is be- 
coming what it should be, and we are progressing with a program within 
our elementary school in Fire Safety. In conjunction with the Town’s 
hiring of a fulltime Building Inspector, I am sure our Town will become 
a safer place to live. Myself, as Chief of this Department, our Fire Preven- 
tion Officer, and our new fulltime Building Inspector will work together 
on an overall safety program. 


With the above mentioned of permanent firefighters I wish to remind 
the townspeople of the importance of our call firefighters. Routine calls, 
investigations, vehicle fires, small grass and woods fires, etc. can be handled 
by the Chief and on-duty firefighters. When we have something beyond 
this, our call men are our “saviors’’. They leave their families, their jobs, 
their recreation and plans at a minute’s notice to help us. All this is done 
for dedication and very little pay. It will be many years before this town 
can afford a full complement of permanent firefighters. I wish to per- 
sonally commend these men for their dedication and civic-mindedness. 


At Town Meeting in April 1975 the taxpayers appropriated money for 
Tone Alert equipment. Nineteen receivers were purchased and assigned to 
firefighters, also a three tone encoder has been installed in our radio com- 
munication system. This unit is capable of accepting seven additional 
tones in the future. My intentions are to purchase additional receivers each 
year until all firefighters are covered. 


Outside burning will again be allowed in 1976. A written permit is 
required from the Fire Department each time burning takes place. Permits 
for burning brush, etc. may only be issued within the dates of March 15 
and April 15. Please do not call the Fire Emergency Telephone for permit 
information. Dial 378-2071 or 378-2271 for permits and business calls; 
also remember we cannot issue permits for burning building debris, grass, 
leaves, rubbish etc. 
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Town Meeting Article 


Your Fire Department plans at this time to present another article for 
the replacement of our Engine #2, a 1941 Seagraves 500 G.P.M. pumper. 
This truck is now 36 years old and in poor condition. It was purchased in 
1941 for the sum of $5,500.00, and has done its job well. Its present 
condition and age does not warrant spending money on. 


I realize it is difficult for the average taxpayer to comprehend the 
necessity of a town of our size needing two pumping engines. We must 
consider the protection of our center of Town, schools, businesses, church- 
es, civic buildings, as well as our own homes, and the fact that to receive 
mutual aid fairly, we must also provide mutual aid. 


I do not know of any community in our area that has been as fortunate 
as East Bridgewater relative to serious and large fires. Our preplanning 
within our department has provided beyond doubt that we are running 
short. Let’s not have a disaster for further proof. 


This same article was presented last year at our Annual Town Meeting 
and met with general agreement that we needed a new Pumping Engine. 
It was recommended that we put the purchase off until this year. My 
recommendation at this time is to vote this article in and get the purchase 
on the way. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, all town depart- 
ments and committees, our firefighters, our citizens and taxpayers for 
their cooperation. Again, our doors are open to all to come in and discuss 
Fire Department matters or just to visit.

Highway Department

I hereby submit my report for the year 1975: 
GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


Sweeping and patching has been done. Roadsides were cleaned of 
litter. I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts and the other people who worked on “Clean Up” Saturday this 
past fall. Street signs were replaced and repaired, 536 catch basins were 
cleaned and berms were built. The gas pumps were installed at the Fire 
Station by the Highway Department and are in use. 


STREET OILING 
Bridge Street was sealed. 


Cedar Street - Shoulders were excavated, graveled and resurfaced. We 
will chip seal in the spring along with others. 


DRAINAGE 


Drainage was done on Walnut Street and Kingman Circle. Culverts 
were replaced on Pine Street. Five basins were replaced or repaired on 
Central Street. The stream on Central Street through the farm was cleaned, 
and Plymouth County will clean from Walnut, Central and Bridge Streets 
to that point. 


Drainage is needed badly on Union St., Hobart St., Crescent St., Pine 
St. and Bixby Drive. I hope to work on these roads this year. 


West Street has an 8”’ pipe that should be replaced. 


Forest Trail, Leaf Lane, Branch Road and Anna Drive have problems 
with drainage. 


SIDEWALKS 
Sidewalks were cleaned and patched. 
RESURFACING 
Central Street was resurfaced from the center of town to the Common, 
also two other sections of Central Street, and I plan to resurface from 


Walnut to Washington Street this year. One side of Oak Street was also 
resurfaced, and I would like to resurface a portion of Pleasant Street. 
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Articles are being inserted in this year’s Town Meeting to do work on 
Pine Street and Crescent Street - both streets are badly in need of repair 
and drainage 


I fully realize the many problems on the roads this winter due to 
weather conditions, and appreciate the cooperation the townspeople have 
given me. I would like to thank the Citizens of East Bridgewater and all 
the departments of the Town for their continued support.

Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Tree Department, looking back over 1975, reflects on a year of 
normality, in regards to its routine duties, with possibly a few exceptions. 
However, I, as Tree Warden, consider the passing of 1975 and the coming 
of bicentennial 1976 a personal milestone, for in March of 1976 I will have 
completed 20 years service to the Town of East Bridgewater in my capa- 
city as Tree Warden. 


During this period of time, I have witnessed numerous changes in the 
Tree Department. Many of these changes were initiated and accomplished 
through the efforts of myself and my employees. Also during this period I 
have been involved in a number of transformations in the field of Arbor- 
culture. These transformations have been in the form of progressive 
changes in techniques and methods; materials and equipment; and laws 
and attitudes, a large portion of which have been incorporated in the 
Department’s field of endeavor. As we work with nature, and are not 
infallible, we are subject to mistakes; mistakes by which we learn. This 
learning process is never ending, even after 20 years in this particular field. 


Several interesting statistics have surfaced over the past 20 years per- 
taining to the Tree Department. The Department has removed 1519 trees 
along the town streets and planted 1960 trees along these same roadways 
over these two decades. Approximately 150 miles of brush have been 
cleared along roadsides with many of these miles being sprayed for poison 
ivy and resurging brush. The Department was the first in the area towns 
to own and operate such modern equipment, among other modern tools 
and materials, as a brush chipper beginning in 1961. The aforementioned 
are only a few of a large number of records that have been kept and 
changes that have taken place within the Department since March of 1956. 


Focusing back to 1975, the Department removed 52 trees and planted 
96 trees along the streets during the year. As in the past, Elms accounted 
for the major portion of the trees removed, approximately 37%. Trees 
planted were chiefly Norway and Sugar Maples. 


Several other important and routine duties kept the Tree Department 
on an active schedule throughout the year. The care of existing shade trees 
by pruning, cabling, and surgery; the removal of brush along the road- 
sides; the removal of stumps in some necessary instances; the maintenance 
of the Town Nursery; and repairing and maintaining much of our own 
equipment, whenever possible, are all part of our responsibilities. Emer- 
gency work during wind, rain, and snowstorms; co-operative work with 
other town departments and committees; and performing other mis- 
cellaneous tasks are also important functions of the department through- 
out the year. 
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Over the past two winters the Tree Department, in co-operation with 
the Highway Department, has been using its equipment and manpower 
for snowplowing during snowstorms. This is a further effort to utilize 
and extend its services to the fullest in the best interests of the taxpayer. 


During the Spring and Fall of 1975 the Department also extended its 
services to the town’s Bicentennial Committee in the form of brush and 
selective tree clearing at the Roger-Sheldon Mill site in preparation for 
the restoration of that area. 


In closing this report along with a 20 year chapter of the East Bridge- 
water Tree Department’s history, I wish to extend to my employees a 
simple but sincere “Thank You”’. For it is partly through their efforts that 
the East Bridgewater Tree Department has progressed; accomplished 
countless tasks; and has gained the respect of many of the area Tree De- 
partments. To the people of the Town of East Bridgewater, I wish to ex- 
tend another simple but sincere “Thank You” for your loyalty; for your 
patience and understanding; for your appreciation; and for your construc- 
tive criticism and assistance. The aforementioned have made my position 
as Tree Warden fruitful, fulfilling, and, for the most part, a pleasant ex- 
perience over the past 20 years.

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Report of the Moth Superintendent 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Residents of East Bridgewater : 


The Moth Department is an intricate part of the Tree Department. This 
Department operates, employing the same manpower, resources, and 
equipment, with slight variations, as the Tree Department. As Tree Warden, 
I have also served the town since March of 1956 in the capacity of Moth 
Superintendent, being appointed to this position for the past 20 consecu- 
tive years. 


The changes that have occurred in this field during the past years have 
chiefly been in the areas of pesticides, their regulated use, and spraying 
equipment. I, as Moth Superintendent, hold a Massachusetts supervisory 
spray license. Two other Department employees hold Massachusetts 
operational spray licenses. We are constantly kept informed of changing 
pesticides, regulatory laws, methods, and equipment through bulletins, 
meetings, and training sessions. The knowledge gained from this informa- 
tion is used to accomplish the safest and most advantageous job possible. 


The influx of tent caterpillars over the past few years has been heavy. 
Therefore, during the Spring of 1975 a spray program was initiated to 
cope with this insect. All areas of infestation along the roadsides in the 
entire town were sprayed for tent caterpillar. The results of this operation 
proved very successful. The Department will keep a watchful eye on this 
insect in the coming year and will be prepared to combat it if necessary. 


All other routine duties were carried out during the Spring and Summer 
months of 1975. These operations consisted of spraying poison ivy along 
the roadsides and on private property, where requested; checking the de- 
gree of infestation of the Gypsy Moth; spraying hornets and wasp nests, 
when requested; the aerial spraying of mosquitoes during the months of 
June, July, and August; co-operative work with the Plymouth County 
Mosquito Control Project in ground spraying and ditching; and other 
miscellaneous tasks. 


A blanket spray during June for mosquitoes was incorporated in our 
summer aerial spray program. This program included the spraying of all 
wooded, swampy, and residential areas but excluded all ponds, streams, 
pasture and croplands, and other areas that the insecticide used might 
affect detrimentally. Partly due to weather factors and also the particular 
insecticide used, the results of this spray was questionable. Careful con- 
sideration will be given to another blanket spray versus our usual street by 
street spray before the aerial spray season commences in 1976. 


The appearance of an insect known as bagworm during the summer was 
alarming to many people. This insect builds a “bag” or webbed nest a’ 
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the ends of tree branches, sporadically, on several tree species. This insect 
is not damaging enough to require a total spray program. It is felt that the 
bagworm will not be as prevalent in 1976. Therefore, if necessary, spot - 
spraying will be used to combat this insect. 


In closing this report, I wish to again express my sincere thanks to my 
employees for a fine job throughout the past year. My thanks also to the 
residents of East Bridgewater and other town departments and officials, 
for their co-operation and understanding. '

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Report of the Water Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


This past year about 1,800 feet of 8 inch mains were installed on 
Bixby Road, Murray Road and Hayward Road in the Robbins Pond area, 
including three new hydrants, which brings the length of our water mains 
to approximately 59% miles. There were 50 new services installed and 
10 renewals. The number of remote reading meters, or outside meters 
installed was 131, including the 50 new installations. We plan to continue 
installing the remote reading type to facilitate reading the meters, work 
schedule permitting. Our hydrants have increased to 382. 


Our #1 and #2 pumping stations were overhauled last year. All of our 
wells were checked December 1975 for their efficiency and/or deter- 
ioration. Results of these tests showed all functioning to their specifica- 
tions and only routine maintenance is anticipated for the coming year. 


Our operating budget for the second half of 1974 and the first half 
of 1975 totaled $99,902.00. Collected for water bills and related services 
was $155,039.85 which shows a return of $55,137.85. 


The Water Commissioners would like to thank the citizens and all 
the Town Officials, as well as members of our own department for their 
cooperation this past year.

Report of the Building Inspector 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The report of the Building Inspector for 1975 is as follows: A total of 
145 building permits were issued, 42 were for new homes, an increase of 
one over 1974. There were 4 permits for commercial buildings or ad- 
ditions. The remaining 99 permits were for pools, garages, residential 
remodeling, additions, etc. 


The estimated cost of construction, as specified on the applications 
was $1,459,765. - . This is an increase of $288,645 over the estimated 
cost of construction contained in the 1974 building permit applications. 


The fees collected by the Town for these permits were $6,028.50. 
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I believe that these figures prove, that although construction through- 
out the Commonwealth has declined, proposed construction in East 
Bridgewater continued at a constant rate. 


The duties of a Building Inspector, as specified by the State Building 
Code, which was adopted January 1, 1975, have become so time con- 
suming that it can no longer be considered a part time position. 


In view of these circumstances, on May 1, 1975 I submitted my resig- 
nation to the Board of Selectmen to be accepted when a replacement 
was appointed. The appointment was made December 31, 1975. 


I wish to express my appreciation for the cooperation of the Towns- 
people, the various Boards, Committees and Inspectors with whom I have 
worked over the past several years.

This past summer the Board of Selectmen appointed an Insurance 
Study Committee and charged us with the responsibility of reviewing the 
Town Insurance program. We held our first meeting on August 4, 1975. 
Subsequently, we requested all department heads to provide us with up- 
to-date values of the property within their control. We made a review of 
the entire Insurance program for the Town. 


We suggested to the Board and they adopted a program of securing 
Certificates of Insurance from all contractors and vendors who do business 
with the Town. This will help to protect the Town in the event of suit 
and could save the town premium dollars. 


Upon review of the Town’s Workman’s Compensation policy, we found 
that the experience modification for the Town was far greater than what 
was originally on the policy which will result in considerable savings to 
the town. 


A review of the Property and Liability Package policy has resulted in 
several recommendations to the Board of Selectmen. 


1. An increase in values of $845,000. 

2. The purchase of an all risk Fine Arts Floater for the Library (excep- 
tion of Glass Breakage). 

3. Purchase of Mercantile Open Stock to give the town some protection 
from theft of items at various locations. 

4. A Contractor’s Equipment Floater to protect various and sundry 
items of this nature which the town owns. The additional premium 
for this is minimal. 


It is the desire of the Committee to continually review the insurance 
needs of the Town in the future. 


We wish to effect savings wherever possible in the Town’s insurance 
program, yet realistically evaluate the Town’s needs within their bud- 
getary requirements.

BRIDGEWATER AREA PROGRAM 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


We are pleased to report the sizable growth of our program which 
delivers services to the citizens of East Bridgewater, Bridgewater and 
West Bridgewater. 


Partly as a result of the financial condition of the state and partly as 
a token of good faith on the part of the client, the State Department of 
Mental Health has instituted a graduated fee scale for the clients it serves 
starting January 1, 1976. 


*Beginning January 1975, the staff at the Bridgewater Multi-Service 
Center consisted on eight full-time employees, four part-time employees, 
one liaison counselor from Massachusetts Rehabilitation Commission; 
four intern students, and one volunteer. 


*As of December 31, 1975, our staff was seven full-time employees, 
two part-time employees, one liaison counselor Massachusetts Rehabili- 
tation Vocational Counselor; three intern students, and one volunteer. 


*On January 31, 1975, we expanded our office space another four 
offices (at our present Bedford Street address) giving us a total of eleven 
offices. We also increased our opening hours to include one evening a 
week, Monday evening from 5 PM to 8 PM, to accommodate clients 
who cannot come in during our weekday between 9 AM to 5 PM.

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Report of the Plymouth County 
Mosquito Control Project 


The Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project is pleased to report on 
its activities during 1975. An important consideration in the implementa- 
tion of our comprehensive mosquito control program is a concern for the 
environment as evidenced by the Environmental Protection Agency and 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health guidelines to which we adhere 
in each situation. 


With cooperation from the Lakeville Encephalitis Field Station, and the 
Department of Public Health, the Project was able to expand its efforts 
to control EEE. Technical assistance provided by personnel from the 
Encephalitis Field Station enabled the Project to successfully treat ap- 
proximately 3,100 acres to combat the seasons second brood of culiseta 
melanura, the vector of EEE virus. In late August, the Department of 
Public Health, with the assistance of our Project, undertook an aerial spray 
program which covered much of several counties. This aerial spray pro- 
gram was supported by the Encephalitis Field Station which supplied 
information concerning increasing virus activity in the Hobomock swamp 
and adjacent areas. 


In 1975 the Project devoted a substantial amount of time to water man- 
agement programs. These programs are ecologically important because 
they do not make use of pesticides. Our two backhoe units reclaimed 
67,420 feet of trench in the past year. 


During the spring and summer months the Project maintained and 
operated five vehicles equipped to spray adult mosquitoes. 41,444 acres 
were sprayed by vehicle units and 1,700 acres were treated for larvae by 
mist blower and pump cans. Our personnel also use hand tools to clear 
drainage pipes and streams of debris and alleviate stagnant water situa- 
tions. The Project cleared 109,800 feet of streams and trenches by hand 
and treated 7,000 catch basins. 


We wish to thank the various town departments for the cooperation 
extended to us during 1975 and look forward to a continued good re- 
lationship in 1976.

of assistance. Her office is located in the Community Building at Riddell 
Road and Mrs. Pratt would be pleased to hear from any senior citizen 
who might wish to consult her. 


The Council on Aging is an active member of the Southeastern Regional 
Council on Aging and sends representatives to meetings of the citizens’ 
board of the Bridgewater Area Multi-Service Health Center, the American 
Red Cross and the Joint Transportation Committee of the Old Colony 
Planning Council. Through these efforts the Council is kept informed of 
current programs and legislation affecting senior citizens. 


The Council on Aging meets the third Thursday of every month at 
7:30 at the Drop-in Center. All citizens of East Bridgewater 60 years of 
age or older, are invited to participate in the activities and programs 
sponsored by the Council.

This year, with 
more gardeners, our agents were swamped with soil samples. 


With more food production and preservation by home gardeners, our 
Home Economists are available for advice. Citizens are encouraged to bring 
to the attention of their Town Director any suggestions to improve our 
services. 


Plymouth County continues to have the most active 4-H Program in 
Massachusetts. Increased enrollment continues in our new Urban 4-H 
program.

The beginning of the year 1976 marks the onset of the final months 
in which our country will be celebrating its Bicentennial observances. 


The passing of the year 1975 marks the culmination of the second 
year of activities carried out by the East Bridgewater Bicentennial Com- 
mission to honor the two hundreth anniversary of our nation. 


It was on March 10, 1975 that archaeologist, Mr. Roland Wells Robbins, 
chosen as consultant for the restoration of the Rogers and Sheldon mill 
site, spoke at a public meeting to show slides indicating the type of res- 
toration he hoped to be able to accomplish in the mill site area. He dis- 
cussed the various stages involved in such a restoration and the techniques 
which he would use to achieve them. At the conclusion of his presenta- 
tion, he welcomed questions from the audience. 


April 19, 1975 was celebrated by a reenactment of the call to arms, by 
which the local minutemen were called to participate in the march to 
Lexington and Concord. The part of the rider on horseback was played by 
William T. Luddy, whose ride ended at the Middle School. There was a 
flag raising of both the American and Bicentennial flags which was fol- 
lowed by several speakers. 


Beginning on May 6, 1975, members of the Bicentennial Commission 
took part, one evening a week for six weeks, in the Community School 
program; lectures were offered on various aspects of community history. 


June 14, 1975 being the one hundred fifty-second anniversary of the 
Town, was the day chosen for an old-fashioned baked bean supper at the 
Middle School. A colorful array of Colonial costumes complemented the 
tables set with red and white checkered tablecloths. Center pieces con- 
sisted of an American flag with red, white and blue flowers. Senator 
Robert E. McCarthy addressed the gathering; also present were Selectmen 
Charles M. Repeta, Jr., Dana G. Chase and John J. Gilbride, all in Colonial 
costume. The Minutemen participated in the lowering of the flag, assisted 
by Mr. Willard Marchant and Mr. Michael Repeta, and demonstrated some 
of their maneuvers. The Custodian and the Cafeteria staff are to be com- 
plimented on the part they played in making the dinner a success. This 
was followed by a band concert played by the South Shore Concert Band, 
which generously donated its evening of entertainment under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Richard Whitmarsh. 


August 16 and 17, 1975 comprised a weekend of historic exhibits held 
at the Middle School. There were also working craftsmen displaying their 
crafts, a slide presentation of early East Bridgewater, and homemade 
blueberry pies and muffins available for refreshment. A highlight of 
Sunday afternoon was entertainment provided by a group of country 
fiddlers. 
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The Bicentennial Commission accepted an invitation, for September 18, 
1975, from the Liberty Tree Mall in Danvers to attend a lantern hanging. 
This was part of a three day observance at the Mall to which all communi- 
ties in the Commonwealth were invited. The Danver’s Militia performed 
according to a local manual of arms developed at the time of the Revolu- 
tionary War. Mr. V. Leslie Hebert, an authority on the history of the 
Liberty Tree, gave an historical introduction. Mr. William A. Dedrick, 
Manager of the Mall, introduced the participating towns. Each town was 
presented with a lantern, bearing the name of the town, which was then 
hung on the Liberty Tree. These lanterns will be returned to the towns at 
the end of the Bicentennial year. Commemorative plaques were issued to 
each participating town. 


Without doubt, the most exciting activity undertaken by the Bicen- 
tennial Commission has been the first phase of the Rogers and Sheldon 
mill site restoration into an historic recreation area. This was make possible 
by an appropriation of funds from the town and a matching grant from 
the federal government. 


Beginning on October 24, 1975, under the direction of Mr. Roland 
Wells Robbins, archaeologist, excavation of the ruins was begun. Almost 
immediately unsuspected walls of varying ages, two fire hearths of brick 
and the base of a smokestack were rediscovered. Much of this has now 
been restored. A number of artifacts were unearthed at the same time. The 
clearning of underbrush and trees was conducted by the Tree Department, 
while fill for the parking area and for grading was supplied by the Highway 
Department. Also, we appreciate the loan of a pump from the Water 
Department. 


Evidence of several mill runs and a number of mostly buried walls 
dating from the period of 1756 until the time of last construction in the 
nineteenth century remain to be explored and reconstructed in later 
phases of the restoration. 


On November 3, 1975 the Bicentennial Commission planted a disease 
resistant elm tree at the Middle School in commemoration of the Liberty 
Tree around which the Sons of Liberty rallied. The speaker was Mr. V. 
Leslie Hebert, previously noted as an authority on the history of the 
Liberty Tree. An appropriate plaque attached to a boulder from the 
Rogers and Sheldon mill site will commemorate the planting. 


The Bicentennial Commission has been pleased to offer as a souvenir 
the plaque honoring the Old Bridgewater Minutemen which was designed 
by Jonathan Burrell as a tribute to the Bicentennial year and cast by 
Alloy Castings Company of East Bridgewater. A portion of the receipts 
from sale of the plaques will be used to support the activities of the Old 
Bridgewater Minutemen Company. 


There is also available an East Bridgewater Bicentennial Cookbook 
which was made possible by the work of a subcommittee of interested 
townspeople. The cost of producing the book was underwritten by busi- 
nesses and individuals. The printing was done by Baggia Printing. Recipes 
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and remedies are included and were donated by those who have had them 
passed down through members of their family or were taken from old 
cookbooks. Many of the recipes are accompanied by comments from the 
donors. The proceeds from sale of the cookbooks will be used for an 
appropriate memorial to those who fought in the Revolutionary War. ji 


The Committee has planned several significant celebrations during 
the coming year, and it is hoped the townspeople will participate in these 
activities.

The East Bridgewater Historical Commission continues to meet regular- 
ly on the third Monday of each month at 8 p.m. at the Public Library. 
Meetings are open to the public and visitors are welcomed. Our file of 
survey material is also available to the public, in the Historical Room of 
the Library. 


We continue research and filing of data on homes and historical land- 
marks in town, this past year working mainly with some forty owners of 
eighteenth century homes. We appreicate the time Mr. Frank Houghton 
has donated assisting with the searching of records at Plymouth County 
Registry of Deeds. 


In order to bring our oldest roads and homesteads to the public’s 
attention, a map, “Ways to Mill and Meeting”, has been prepared, and 
appears at the end of this Town Report.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission hereby submits its report for the year 
1975 to the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater. 


The Conservation Commission in the past year has conducted the fol- 
lowing public hearings and issued Orders of Condition: A. Beaver Hill 
Estates, Summer Street, B. Town of East Bridgewater, Road Construction, 
C. Industrial Blast Coil Corporation, West Street, D. Robert Lundberg, 
Washington Street. 


In addition to the regular monthly meetings, special meetings were held 
to discuss other wetland violations. All complaints of possible violations 
of the Wetlands Act were thoroughly investigated and those involved 
invited to meet with the Commission. In most cases a satisfactory solution 
to the problem was worked out. All Zoning Board of Appeals hearings 
regarding wetlands were attended by the Conservation Commission. 


The Boston Edison Service Road was inspected and all requirements 
necessary to protect the Wetlands have been completed. One Hundred 
Copies of the science leaflet “Plants and Their Environment”? were pur- 
chased for the use of the High School Science students. Robin’s Pond 
waters were tested for pollution count by the Board of Health and wit- 
nessed by a Commission representative. Water quality proved satisfactory. 
A map with the description of all land under the Conservation Com- 
mission was prepared for the Insurance Study Committee. 


The Commission met with a representative of the Department of En- 
vironmental Management regarding the extension of the permit for Broad 
Construction Corporation, again expressing our objections to rerouting 
of the brook. The Department of Environmental Management notified 
the Commission that it has renewed the Broad Construction Corporation’s 
permit to develop its sub-division on Union Street for another year with 
the additional order of condition requested by the Conservation Com- 
mission that the rerouted brook be riprapped and sodded to prevent 
siltation, before water can be diverted into it. Riprap shall be installed 
prior to any other approved work. 


The Chairperson and Secretary attended the workshops on Conserva- 
tion at the Annual Fall Meeting of the Massachusetts Association Con- 
servation Commissions at the University of Massachusetts. 


Many thanks to Joan Leland and Marjorie Winsor for updating the trail 
maps to include all Conservation Land and Walking Trails. Anyone wishing 
a copy should contact the Commission. Also our thanks to Harold Wile 
for the signs on the Nature Trails. Joanne Cassual and Becky Davidson, 
students at Bridgewater State College, were given permission by the State 
to dig for Indian relics on the land owned by the Commission along the 
Satucket River, and reported many interesting finds. We met with Mr. 
McMahon of the Old Colony Planning Council to discuss the Water Quality 
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Study. A list of sites to be tested were provided to Old Colony Planning 
Council for the study. A report will be given later in 1976. The parking 
lot at the end of Bennett Lane on the Keith Lot is ready for use for 
any one wishing to use the trails, etc. 


In keeping with the Phase II of “Open Space for Conservation and 
Recreation Use” we are in the process of acquiring approximately seven 
acres adjoining the Lot Phillips Land off Plymouth Street. A gift of 3.95 
acres from the Boston Edison Company was accepted by the Conservation 
Commission. It is currently being restored by the BiCentennial Com- 
mittee. The Commission in pursuing its policy of acquiring land for pas- 
sive and active recreation, and open space preservation has inspected 
many parcels of land and will continue its search to broaden this base. 
The Conservation Commission and Recreation Commission have met 
jointly to arrange the use of Conservation Land for active recreation 
purposes. One or two sites were suggested for the Recreation Commission 
to inspect. ! 


The Commission meets on the third Monday every month at the 
Fire Station. 


We again wish to express our appreciation for the continued support 
of all the Town Agencies and Citizens of East Bridgewater in our efforts 
to preserve open space, establish recreational facilities, and carry out 
our responsibilities.

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7. Transformation of older homes into multiple dwellings. 


It has been our intent to proceed in a slow but well defined type of 
research and study so that whatever suggestions are made to the Board 
of Selectmen and Planning Board will represent the people of E. Bridge- 
water and secure for them a basis on which this town may grow and 
protect itself from unscruppled speculators. 


It would have been easier to follow other towns and just submit general 
findings and opinions, but we feel that this town would be shortchanged 
and suffer the consequences. 


Our study should be completed for submission to the town within the 
calendar year. We remind the citizens of E. Bridgewater that our meetings 
are bi-monthly and are open for all to attend. The minutes are also on file 
in the town offices for study by all.

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Library Report 


The Board of Library Trustees respectfully submits through the Li- 
brarian the ninety-first annual report for the year 1975. 


As always the instrument basic to the year’s accomplishments was the 
vote of approval and support given the library budget by the annual town 
meeting. It is gratifying that the accomplishments were those of positive 
progress: The opening of the high school library in the school’s new 
addition, the first children’s bookmobile service, the separation of the 
card catalog, the expansion of staff, the involvement in library legislation 
at the state level, the continuance of effort to structure a building pro- 
gram, the thirteen per cent increase in overall circulation, and the many 
evidences of cooperation given to the library by every town department 
and many individuals. 


The school library work showed growth in circulation figures although 
the figures are no more than indicative of the use made of the collections. 
With the emphasis on team teaching and individualized instruction, more 
and more library materials are used in the library rather than taken from 
it. This would ordinarily reveal itself in decreased circulation. That this is 
not so adds strength to the statement that school libraries are the first 
resource of both faculty and students. The support of Mr. Gordon Mitchell, 
newly elected superintendent of schools, in continuing the established 
policies of school library administration has been most instrumental in this 
erowth. In March and April the cooperation of the selectmen’s office in 
approving both WIN and CETA employees to the library staff solved 
critical shortages in this area. Mrs. Marilyn Kane, a certified school librari- 
an was assigned to the Middle School Library to assist Mrs. Allene Hamil- 
ton. It was with our expressed regret that she left in June at the completion 
of her time in the program. In September fifteen hours weekly of Mrs. 
Victoria Boucher’s time was transferred to this school. This was possible 
due to the appointment of Mrs. Judith Milton to the public library from 
CETA. The critical need of full-time assistance at the Middle School is 
still before us. 


The quarters housing the school library in the new addition at the high 
school are of themselves an inspiration for study and research. The first 
nine months of operation showed circulation of materials to have in- 
creased sixty per cent over the previous year. It must be recognized, 
however, that student participation in library services in 1974 was vir- 
tually non-existent due to building problems. This spring Mr. Nicholas 
Paone, A-V specialist, and Mrs. Anne Hynes, librarian, were respectively 
chairman and co-chairman of a committee to evaluate media service for 
upcoming school accreditation. This self-evaluation was most productive 
in ascertaining strengths and weaknesses of the service. Mr. Paone and Mrs. 
Hynes, who are committed to the concept of an integrated media program, 
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reported that surveys of students and faculty revealed strengths to be: The 
physical plant, the staff expertise, and a collection rated from good to 
superior: The weakness, insufficient staff. 


The move to the new quarters was greatly aided by the volunteer ser- 
vice of Mrs. Barbara Anzuoni and Mrs. Betty Cavicchi who gave many 
hours of professional help. Also assisting were five staff members from 
the public library, Mrs. Irene Nardi, Mrs. Lorraine Roan, Mrs. Betty 
Cooper, Miss Leia Canelli, and Mrs. Grace Eastman, who with Mrs. Hynes 
and her assistant Mrs. Terry Katz, moved and unpacked boxes, shelved 
books, moved shelves, typed book cards and filed catalog cards. As a 
result, on opening day all services were operable. In April, the library 
was named the Stanley B. Goldman Library honoring retiring Superin- 
tendent Stanley B. Goldman who had long been a champion of good 
school libraries. 


At the Central School a single librarian serves fifty three teachers and 
eight hundred pupils. Only the ability of the librarian, Mrs. Ina May 
Marland, and the support of the school administration in handling the 
A-V software program allows a comprehensive service to be presented. 
During the summer session Miss Cindy Furgal of the school staff was the 
acting librarian. Presently Mrs. Cooper, first school library assistant, is 
cataloging all softwares of the Central School, and hopefully the project 
will be completed in 1976. In this school, also, additional staff is a requi- 
site to expanding existing programs to serve the kindergarten. 


The Intermediate School, by size and structure, most nearly meets the 
standards of the American Library Association for school libraries. In this 
situation where size of collection and staff are in correct proportions, the 
work can be most effective. The gain in circulation under these conditions 
was proportionately the best in the system. Here the physical plant of 
necessity is lacking in space requirements. In an effort to utilize the space 
to best advantage a request for wall to wall carpeting to cut the nois 
factor for class use has been made. 


On the systems level, transfer of materials from one library to another 
has been necessary because of the changing of grades in each building. 
Now that a full year has been completed, a final evaluation of materials 
will be made by teachers and librarians and transfer, replacement, and 
new purchases will be made to provide for the best materials at the suit- 
able grade level. Mr. Paone of the High School Library has given most 
needed assistance in providing courier service for the school library film 
schedule. Over one hundred and sixty films have been delivered to the 
schools under his supervision. 


Activities at the main library stretched not only the capacity of the 
building but the capacity of the staff as well. During the year there were 
ten exhibits of fine and practical arts displayed in the main foyer and in 
the Herrick Room. Gifted and generous people brought their apple dolls, 
wood carving, knitting and crocheting, flowers, vegetables, paintings, 
pottery and enameling and each was displayed with appropriate books 
from the library’s holdings. Two special exhibits were supplied by outside 
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sources. Through the courtesy of Mr. Harry Hewins, the Plymouth Home 
National Bank provided a handsome display of early American flags, 
and the Eastern Regional Library System scheduled a two-week showing 
of “Notes from New England’’, a highly professional photographic essay 
of fifty-four pictures. The building was used by six different town groups 
for their meetings. A Bridgewater group of “‘birds” was given permission 
to hold five meetings in the Children’s Room. The lecturer was aware of 
the Whitman stuffed bird collection and wished to use it. Many East 
Bridgewater residents attended. 


It was of little surprise to the staff that all departments showed in- 
creases in circulation. Like the tip of an iceberg, circulation probably 
represents only one-eighth of the myriad activities which comprise total 
library work. Statistics showed increases, in inter-library loan requests, 
reference questions, telephone requests, reader guidance usage, film 
bookings, uses of financial service such as Moodys and Wall Street Journal, 
and increased work in cataloging and processing. The use of the photo- 
copier supplied by Dexter’s of Randolph is constantly increasing. A major 
activity was the separating of the card catalogue into two major alpha- 
bets. One is all author and title cards, the other all subject cards. This is a 
form much in use which makes the catalogue easier for patrons to use by 
reducing the number of entrees in each alphabet and by allowing several 
people to use the catalogue at one time. 


In the Boys and Girls Department which is organized for ages from 
preschool to eight grade, the programming resulted in a twenty per cent 
increase in use. Mrs. Joan Leland’s professionalism in developing the 
program was commended by the Board. Activities are scheduled well 
in advance and include story hours, a Tall Tale Troupe, a Bookworm 
Club, annual visits of all second grade children, National Library Week 
activity, Book Parade, and summer specials. This year the outstanding 
activity was the Children’s Bookmobile. In sixteen scattered days of 
operation it produced well over an average month’s circulation and intro- 
duced many families to the library. Most importantly it stimulated in- 
creased use of the Children’s Room at the library. Many townspeople 
volunteered property for bookmobile stops and both adults and young 
people faithfully and ingeniously publicized bi-weekly visits in their 
neighborhood. There were no additional staff or funds provided for this 
project. At the library there were daily film programs, story hours, and a 
book related activity which produced a Story Book Quilt created by 
thirty-six young readers. Mrs. Marion Homstra was the regular assistant 
and library staff from the adult section scheduled to assist in the busy 
program included Eileen Keohane, Victoria Boucher, and Judith Milton. 


In the spring Mrs. Leland and Mrs. Middleton attended state sponsored 
workshops on Conservation of Library Materials. Mrs. Irene Nardi, cata- 
loger, and Miss Leia Canelli, head of adult services, attended a ten-week 
course in reference work at the Attleboro Public Library. This course 
was sponsored by the Eastern Regional Library System. The library 
was enriched not only by the added proficiency of the staff members 
but also their attendance made us eligible to obtain $375.00 worth of 
free reference books. Mrs. Terry Katz completed a course in library 
science at the State College, and Mrs. Boucher is presently enrolled in 
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a reference course at the college. All staff members attended professional 
meetings related to their areas of work at regional area meetings. 


In projecting a building addition in the near future, there were yet | 
demands made in maintenance of our present building. Our greatest 
expense was a new pump for the boiler which was installed by Forni 
Brothers. Minor plumbing repairs and routine cleaning of the gutters 
was completed. The discovery of termites in a wooden bookcase in the 
lower hall resulted in hiring the Brockton Exterminating Company to 
assess the situation. After two visits and a treatment, a watchful schedule 
was set up with another examination due in the spring. There remains 
roofing and drainage problems to act upon. Water damage to bookcases 
in the Fine Arts Room due to a foundation leak needs immediate at- 
tention. A brass plaque dated 1921 was found in the building and has been 
attached to an exterior wall on the parapet. 


For the Trustees this has been a most active year. In January Mrs. 
Dorothy Churchill, who had served long and well as secretary and member 
of the Board chose not to run for re-election. Her decision was received 
with regret by her colleagues and the librarians. There were several candi- 
dates for two places on the Board. Incumbent Mrs. Frances Philbrick was 
re-elected and the new member elected was Mr. Stanley B. Goldman. In 
April the Board voted to join the Association of Library Trustees. Ac- 
ceptance of the soil investigation report from the architect’s office was the 
only forward step in a new building addition program. Present at this 
test were Mr. Lyman Howard of the Water Department, Mr. William 
Hennessey, Health Agent, and Mr. John S. Smith, P. E. of Korslund, 
LeNorman and Quann. The state of the economy appears to be the stum- 
bling block for a viable building program. It is generally accepted that to 
give the kind of library service that today’s people need and are entitled 
to from a building built seventy-nine years ago is impossible. Financing 
that would find possible approval by the town meeting, has been and is 
being sought. Although eligible for funding under HUD’s Community 
Bloc Grants, the amount available in this program is small and would 
require assurance of additional funding. Congresswoman Margaret Heckler 
has been contacted by letter and in person and has been most responsive 
in informing the Board of possible contacts. Libraries also have priorities 
for revenue sharing monies. Although the Trustees intend to place an 
article in the warrant of 1976 for an addition, they are well aware that it 
may have to be withdrawn. However, they wish to keep the townspeople 
informed. 


In other areas the Trustees as well as the school administration, the 
selectmen’s office and town moderator and many private citizens wrote 
to the members of the state legislature requesting that cuts in the library 
budget in H 666 be restored. Both Representative Robert Teahan and 
Senator Robert E. McCarthy were most helpful in voting to restore library 
funding to its 1975 level. A special word of appreciation should be given 
to Mr. Philip Carey who enlisted the attention and help of John Comer, 
State Commander of the American Legion, in support of this legislation. 
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The Board approved the hiring of a team of experts to survey the 
library’s holdings and housing of valuable historical items and to make 
recommendations for their preservation. As a result, the Board authorized 
microfilming of the David Kingman Diaries and Vital Statistics of East 
Bridgewater. In addition, they hired Mr. Earle Peterson of East Bridgewater 
to appraise the important pictures, furnishing, clocks, bronzes and bric-a- 
brac belonging to the library for insurance purposes. 


Gestures of good will toward the library from the community are many 
and most appreciated. Each and every town department has made its 
contribution to the library’s accomplishments either'in services or ma- 
terials, advice or encouragement. During the year the. library was the 
recipient of a bequest from Mr. Ralph Lothrop. It was voted to spend the 
money on a sound reproduction system for the library. Many people have 
presented memorial books which honor their friends and enrich our 
collection. 


I wish to record my appreciation of a Board whose policies favor pro- 
gress, a Staff who pace themselves with the best professionals in the field, 
and a community with the judgment to recognize both. 


A special appreciation must go to Mrs. Irene Nardi whose annual gift 
to my desk of “The Year in a Nutshell” makes this report so encom- 
passing.

The following is the report of the Personnel Relations Review Board for 
the year ending June, 1976. 


The Board has met an average of twice monthly, except during July and 
August. 


Some of the activities the Personnel Relations Review Board has in- 
volved itself with are job descriptions, pay classifications, cost of living 
adjustments for town employees, grievances and complaints of employees 
and supervisory personnel and fringe benefits. 


The Board sat in conference with the Board of Selectmen, the Finance 
Committee, Department Heads, and town employees. In hearing out the 
employees pay or cost of living requests, the Board has kept in mind its 
obligation to make recommendations that were equitable to the em- 
ployees and in keeping with the taxpayers ability to pay. 


It is with regret that the resignations of Richard Anderson and Russell 
Grabau were accepted. Roger Maphis and Richard Farnham were ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancies. 


The Board has done considerable ground work on a personnel hand- 
book. It is expected that the handbook will be ready for publication in 
the near future. 


Inasmuch as several town departments are now in the process of com- 
mencing collective bargaining negotiations, the role of the Personnel 
Relations Review Board has been changed to some degree. We have, how- 
ever, continued to meet with representatives of those departments that 
chose not to bargain, and have made recommendations to the Finance 
Committee.

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REPORT OF THE AMBULANCE STUDY COMMITTEE 


To the Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


On August 4, 1975, the appointed members of the Ambulance Study 
Committee were directed to appear at the Selectmen’s Office to discuss 
the organization of the Ambulance Study Committee. At this meeting the 
members-to-be were directed to look at all avenues of ambulance service 
available to East Bridgewater. 


The Committee met every Monday evening from 8:00 to 11:00 p.m. 
with little exception, moving from the Fire Station to the Police Station 
and settling at the Middle School Teachers’ Lounge with special meetings 
held at the Fire Station. 


With the resignation of Mrs. Ellen M. Vanmoerkerque, Mrs. Rose Bell 
and Mr. David Swartz, the Selectmen appointed Mrs. Paula L. Genson, 
Mrs. Louise A. McDonough, Mr. Robert J. Robichaud and Mr. Stanley B. 
Goldman to the Committee. 


Various alternatives to provide ambulance service to the Town of East 
Bridgewater in compliance with State law were investigated. They were 
as follows: 


1. Bi-Town. The possibility of a Bi-Town Ambulance Service between 
East Bridgewater and either Bridgewater, Hanson, or Halifax was ex- 
plored by the Committee, with Bridgewater being the only town of 
the three to express an interest. 


2. Dedicated Service. A separate entity within the Town of East 
Bridgewater whose sole purpose would be to provide ambulance 
service. 

3. Volunteer Department. A survey was made amongst the parents of 
pupils at the Central and Intermediate Schools to aid in determining 
if this would be a feasible approach. 

4. Contracting of a private ambulance service. 

5. An ambulance as part of the Police Department. 

6. An ambulance as part of the Fire Department. 

7. Provide no ambulance service at all. 

After much research and discussion, it is the unanimous recommenda- 
tion of the Ambulance Study Committee that the Town of East Bridge- 


water should provide an ambulance service within and under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Fire Department.

Research material used in this study included ‘Regulations For Im- 
plementation of Massachusetts General Law Chapter 111C Regulating 
Ambulance Services”, Guidelines for Development of the Massachusetts 
Emergency Medical Service System”, Region VII Emergency Medical 
Services Systems (Considerations for the Formation of an Ambulance 
Service)”, and the “Tri-Town Ambulance Study Committee Report”’. 


At an open meeting held on December 8, 1975 and attended by some 
twenty citizens of East Bridgewater, the reasons for the Committee’s 
recommendation were discussed and questions answered. 


The Committee has worked diligently and with an eye on the Tax- 
payer’s dollar in preparing the three articles presented in the Town War- 
rant for the approval of the voters of East Bridgewater. 


In conclusion, the Committee wishes to thank Robert K. Winsor, 
Chief of the Fire Department, and William D. Tardie, Chief of Police, 
who served as Advisors to the Committee.

Old Colony Planning Council 


To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Old Colony Planning Council respectfully submits its annual report 
for the year 1975. 


It has been an exciting year for the Council in which the size of the 
Council staff was substantially expanded through the initiation of new 
programs and activities that will be of great benefit and service to the 
residents of the Old Colony Planning Council District. During the year 
the Council was awarded a $650,000 grant by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency to carry out a two year area-wide water quality study in 
the region. The Water Quality Management Planning Study will focus on 
all sources of water pollution and provide the area communities with rec- 
ommendations concerning “lease cost” methods of dealing with water 
pollution problems. Information and data gathered as part of the water 
quality program will be of great importance to local boards and com- 
missions dealing with concerns such as land use planning, water quality 
and supply, public sewerage, health, conservation, and growth and devel- 
opment in general. The Council has made a significant effort to involve 
as many residents of the District as possible in the program to insure that 
the questions, problems and concerns at the local community level will 
be addressed. 


In addition, the Council also expanded its transportation planning pro- 
gram capability to give attention to key transportation problems such as: 
east-west vehicular movement; public transportation needs and service; 
rail freight and commuter service and facilities; and local technical assist- 
ance on transportation problems. With financial assistance from the Urban 
Mass Transportation Administration, the Council completed a Transit 
Development Program for the region. The Transit Development Program 
formed the basis for obtaining over one million dollars in federal capital 
grants funds for the Brockton Area Transit system in providing new 
buses. The Council has also worked with local communities in deter- 
mining the appropriateness and advantages of becoming members of the 
Brockton Area Transit system. In response to energy crisis concerns and 
the need for additional recreational opportunities the Council developed 
a Bikeways Plan for the region which will be used to obtain state and 
federal funds for construction and development. 


The technical assistance program of the Council primarily funded by 
grant monies from the Department of Housing and Urban Development 
enabled the Council to assist member communities of the Council to 
qualify for participation in the National Flood Insurance Program and 
obtain grant funds under the Community Development Block Grant 
Program. Over $188,000 in Federal Community Development Block 
Grant Funds were awarded to OCPC communities which included: Avon; 
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Abington; Easton; East Bridgewater and Pembroke. The Council plans on 
providing assistance to other OCPC communities that wish to apply for 
these program funds in 1976. 


Other program activities of the Council during 1976 included: housing 
planning; Bicentennial planning; and economic development planning. 


In 1975 the Council also received national recognition through the 
receipt of a first place award from the National Association of Regional 
Councils for its 1974-1975 Annual Report which is a separate publication 
from the report included herein. Additionally, Council President John J. 
DeMarco, was elected to the National Association of Regional Council’s 
Board of Directors to represent Region I, the New England States area and 
the Council’s Executive Director, Daniel M. Crane was elected to the 
NARC staff Directors Advisory Committee. Four delegates of the Council 
served on NARC policy committees during the year. Mr. Anthony Anacki, 
Council Secretary from Bridgewater served on the Land Use Committee; 
Mr. Richard Chase, Easton Delegate served on the Metropolitan Develop- 
ment Committee; Mr. Gerard Dempsey, Pembroke Delegate served on the 
Human Resources Committee; and Mr. Robert Kenyon, Hanson Delegate 
served on the Intergovernmental Affairs Committee. 


The activities of the Council have shown that it is important, if not 
essential, to consider an area-wide approach to solving certain problems 
that are beyond the means of one community alone to deal with effec- 
tively. The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous cooperation and 
assistance received from the many governmental agencies, public and 
private institutions and individuals.

Borrowing in anticipation of Tax Revenue to provide operating funds 
remained at $800,000, the same as the previous year. The cost was re- 
duced to $2,792.88. This would appear to indicate that the new Fiscal 
Cycle Year would continue to keep our cost of tax anticipation borrowing 
in future years within reasonable bounds. 
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Twelve banks participated in the bidding for our notes. In March, the 
successful bids were $200,000 at 2.74% by the Plymouth Home National 
Bank and $200,000 at 2.75% by the Lincoln Trust Company. In Septem- 
ber, the successful bid was $400,000 at 1.50% by the Century Bank and. 
Trust Company. This latter bid represents the lowest bid received by the 
Town in over ten years. The shorter term for which I had to borrow was 
a big factor in helping to reduce the costs. 


The amount of $15,671.30 was received from Tax Title redemptions 
and a Tax Title sale held in January and November. Except for properties 
in Land Court and several accounts being redeemed on a partial payment 
schedule, all Tax Titles are current and being processed as prescribed by 
law. 


A detailed report of the receipts and disbursements, Public Trust Funds, 
Investments, Maturing Debts, Bond and Interest indebtedness appears in 
the Auditor’s Report.

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HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING ADDITION COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


With this report to the Town, the Building Committee finds its work 
almost completed on the High School addition and the athletic complex. 
Only a few more items, mostly minor, remain to be completed before the 
committee is dissolved. It is our hope that this coming Spring will see the 
end of the project. 


The addition took almost a year longer than originally planned, but the 
Committee is satisfied that the Town has received good value for the 
money invested. The High School addition should provide enough class- 
room space to allow for several years of normal growth in population. 
The building has provided the school system with much needed expansion 
in the areas of science, business and home economics. The athletic area, 
mini gymnasium and team rooms greatly aid the Physical Education 
Department and allow our athletic teams more and better facilities for 
practice as well as playing host to their competitors. 


Completion of the building addition meant that the other schools in 
the system could be rearranged grade-wise in order that Kindergarten 
could be included in the school system. This program was State man- 
dated and by law had to implemented. 


Also included in the project was a new sewerage system serving the 
High School, Central School, Town Offices and nurses quarters. Had this 
system been done by itself, the cost to the Town would have been con- 
siderable. 


On Saturday, September 27, 1975, the athletic complex was dedicated 
and named the “East Bridgewater Memorial Field,” a name selected by a 
committee representing many groups and organizations in the Town of 
East Bridgewater. 


Open house and dedication of the High School addition took place on 
Sunday, September 28, 1975, at which time the Building Committee 
officially turned the building over to the school department. A large 
number of interested townspeople were present for the dedication and 
the building is fully operational at this time. 


In addition to the areas of the building previously noted, the Media 
Center, or library, is one of the most outstanding educational areas at the 
High School and one of which the Building Committee is most proud. 


The intent of the Building Committee was to provide East Bridgewater 
with the best possible educational facility and an athletic facility not only 
for the use of the school system, but for the entire town as well. The 
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Committee is certain that the school department will make good use of 
the building for many years to come. We are especially pleased to see 
townspeople using the tennis courts, basketball court and now the new 
track. It is our hope that as many residents as possible make use of the 
available athletic fields. 


Shortly before the end of the year, Chairman Thomas Cyrs left the 
State to accept a university position in the Mid-West. We thank Dr. Cyrs 
for his time and dedication to this project. Mr. Edward Sexton was elected 
chairman to succeed Dr. Cyrs. Mr. Sexton made the original presentation 
at the Town Meeting for the building addition. 


In an undertaking such as this it would be impossible to name all of 
those who have been of assistance without missing someone. Therefore, 
the Building Committee wishes to thank everyone involved, administra- 
tors, principals, department heads, teachers and representatives of cus- 
todians, secretaries and cafeteria, all of whom were ready and willing to 
give aid, assistance and information whenever needed. The Committee is 
especially appreciative of the cooperation received from the different 
departments of the Town of East Bridgewater. 


We would also like to commend the firm of Rich, Lang & Cote, our 
architects who designed the facility, with special thanks to Mr. Anthony 
D’Onofrio, our consulting architect, who was always available to the 
Committee. 


The year 1975 saw our goal just a short distance ahead. Final com- 
pletion hopefully will be very soon.

As this report is being written (February 1976), everybody interested 
in Southeastern is looking forward to the opening of the new additions to 
our present facilities. Progress in preparing the additions for the opening 
of the 1976-77 school year this coming Fall can be reported at this time. 
Plans call for the enrolling of an additional 400 students in the District. 
To East Bridgewater, this means that we shall be able to send 16 more 
students to this excellent school. 


This new addition makes it possible to add the following new programs 
to the present curriculum: 


Diesel Mechanics Electrical Appliance Repair 
Masonry Specialized Automotive 
Air Conditioning & Refrigeration *Cosmetology 

Small Engine Repair *Distributive Education 


*of particular interest to girls 


Just to refresh your memory, the present curriculum offers the follow- 
ing programs: 


Auto Body Graphic Arts 

Auto Mechanics Health Services Assistant 
Cabinetmaking Machine Drafting 
Commercial Art Machine Shop 
Commercial Foods Metal Fabrication 
Electricity Mill & House Carpentry 
Electronics Plumbing 


Students in the school are taught the skills and other assets that will 
fit them to enter the trade of their choice. This is accomplished through 
the cooperation of the teaching and administrative staffs and the industry 
and business leaders throughout the District. 


Through the school’s job placement program, a high percentage of 
graduates, in the past, have been placed in jobs in industry. 


The Evening School, with an enrollment of 500-600, continues to 
offer specialized programs to interested citizens in the District and are as 
follows: Automotive Minor Service & Repair; Drafting and Blueprint 
Reading; National Electrical Code; Machine Shop; Typing; Woodworking; 
Welding; Keypunching; and Introduction to Data Processing. Then, too, 
there are the programs for Indentured Apprentices in the areas of Electri- 
city; Plumbing; Carpentry; Masonry; Machine Repair; and Diversified. 


The Technical Institute attracts many high school graduates to its pro- 
grams and the Health Service graduates (Medical and Dental Assistants; 
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Licensed Practical Nurse; etc.) are trained for jobs in the medical and 
dental professions, as well as hospitals, nursing and rest homes. 


When the School first opened, the School Committee adopted a policy — 
that would provide students with practical experience in planning and 
constructing buildings on school property, when needed. As a result, this 
Fall a new “Field House” for the athletic teams (and equipment) will be 
ready for occupancy and use. 


For specific information about the school, may I suggest that you 
call the school and make an appointment to see any of the following - 
Superintendent Donald E. Graves; Director of the High School Robert E. 
Kondracki; Assistant Director of the High School Joseph Mazzarella; or 
Director of the Technical Institute Robert W. Magner. 


I am looking forward to meeting many of my fellow citizens when 
“Open House”’ is held, as this will be an opportunity for you to inspect 
our new additions.

Our schools must be staffed by people who seek to understand the 
process by which people learn, the relationship of subject matter and 
individual tasks to the entire educational process, and the role of the 
school in a democratic society.

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Report of the School Committee 


In last year’s Town Report, the School Committee cited the year 1974. 
as ‘“‘a year of perhaps the greatest change in the history of East Bridgewater 
Public Schools.” Among other things, 1974 saw the establishment of the 
Kindergarten program, implementation of the Special Education Act 
(Chapter 766), the re-alignment of grades throughout the system, and the 
construction of the High School addition. Following these and other sig- 
nificant changes, 1975 might best be described as a year of adjustment, 
evaluation, and dedication to an exciting new phase in the history of the 
local schools. 


The major event of the year was no doubt the transition marked by 
the retirement of Stanley B. Goldman and the new superintendency of 
Gordon W. Mitchell. Having served the Town since 1937 and having been 
Superintendent of Schools since 1957, Mr. Goldman was truly deserving 
of the memorable testimonial ceremonies held in his honor on October 3, 
1975. The week of September 27-October 3 was officially proclaimed 
“Stanley B. Goldman Week” by the Board of Selectmen, and, on the 
occasion of the testimonial banquet further proclamations, citations, 
and congratulatory messages were presented to Mr. Goldman from local, 
state, and federal officials and agencies including a message of commenda- 
tion from Gerald R. Ford, President of the United States. 


On September 28, at the formal dedication ceremonies of the new 
High School addition sponsored by the Addition Building Committee, the 
School Committee officially named the new instructional media center 
“The Stanley B. Goldman Library,” and unveiled a bronze plaque which 
is now mounted in the outstanding library facility. It is most appropriate 
that the very heart of the High School, its library, should be named in 
honor of Mr. Goldman who for so many years set the academic standards 
ot the school system and was so committed to the education of our 
children. | 


In the final ceremonies of this historic week, the new football field was 
dedicated and named “East Bridgewater Memorial Field.” This name has 
been chosen by a committee representing all facets of the community as 
a name that honors every citizen of East Bridgewater, past, present, and 
future. Also on this occasion the W. H. Luddy & Son Company, in behalf 
“a the Luddy family, presented a new electronic scoreboard as a gift to 
the town. 


All of these events, which were so well attended and enthusiastically 
received, were sponsored by community groups of volunteers. The School 
Committee is proud to recognize this sincere outpouring of appreciation 
and community spirit which demonstrates the Town’s feeling toward its 
schools and those who serve it. Special congratulations and appreciation 
are due Philip E. Carey, who as Chairman of the Testimonial Committee, 
was the organizing force behind these events and to William T. Luddy 
whose generosity and public spirit resulted in the gift of the scoreboard. 
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While all of this was going on, the new school year was getting under- 
way smoothly and well under the leadership of Superintendent Mitchell. 
The Committee cannot speak too strongly of Mr. Mitchell’s energy, dedica- 
tion, and boundless ability in his role as Superintendent of Schools. Having 
served as Assistant Superintendent since 1968, it is fair to say that many 
of the instructional programs and educational improvements made in 
recent years occurred in areas assigned to him by Mr. Goldman. Therefore, 
when Mr. Mitchell assumed the Superintendency on July 1, 1975, it did 
not represent a shift or change so much as simply an opportunity to 
further pursue goals and programs already underway. With his keen 
ability to get the most from both human and financial resources, his 
talented administrative skill, and his concept of community involvement 
in educational decision making, the Committee is confident that Mr. 
Mitchell will guide the local schools to a new period of educational excel- 
lence for all of our children. 


Perhaps the coordination of our educational programs has been the 
primary goal of the current school year. Through the continuation of 
in-service time, our teachers and administrators are taking a closer look 
at how the curriculum fits together in a system-wide manner with the 
goal of providing continuity throughout the 13 school years. In the area 
of Special Needs, this goal is best demonstrated by a system-wide com- 
mittee which provides that students in need of special services are not 
“lost” at any point in the system but are monitored at each stage of 
their progress through the schools. 


All of these coordination procedures are most time-consuming for our 
staff, and the fact that all of our personnel give willingly of their time and 
energy, is a tribute to their professionalism and commitment. 


The further specifics of these and other programs will be found in the 
reports of the Superintendent and those of the Principals and Directors, 
and readers are therefore referred to those reports. 


Transition also occurred in the composition of your School Com- 
mittee this year. At the Annual Election in April, Dr. George D. Leavitt, 
III replaced the retiring Edward J. Sexton while in August John T. Man- 
chester was appointed to the vacancy created by the resignation of Jerry 
Neaveill. Both Doctor Leavitt and Mr. Manchester, through their training 
and experience on other town boards, are excellent replacements for Mr. 
Sexton and Mr. Neaveill, both of whom had served the Town well in 
their School Committee positions. 


Special note should be made of William Copeland’s election as Chair- 
man of Area III (Southeastern Massachusetts) of the Massachusetts Asso- 
ciation of School Committees, and Mrs. Florence Bannerman’s service on 
the Board of Directors of R.E.A.D.S., the regional collaborative which 
provides valuable service to our special needs children. Both of these 
positions put East Bridgewater representatives in important roles in the 
educational programs at the state level and provide the rest of the Com- 
mittee with valuable information we would not otherwise have.

As we see our pupil enrollments continuing to rise, but at a much less 
dramatic rate than in past years, we are optimistic in thinking that our 
buildings will be adequate for several years to come. As the many new 
educational programs created in the late 1960’s and early 1970’s settle 
into place, this new period will allow for the setting of long-range goals, 
careful planning, and evaluation of present programs. 


With the “crisis-to-crisis” pattern of the recent past behind us, the new 
challenge of providing educational opportunities at a cost we can afford 
can be met in a thoughtful and orderly fashion. 


One of the ways that the Town receives maximum benefits is through 
the cooperation of the Town Departments. Once again the Committee 
expresses its sincere appreciation to the Library Trustees and professional 
staff who continue to provide outstanding school library services at the 
least possible cost, and to the Highway Department for assisting in many 
maintenance and site projects which could otherwise be much more 
costly. As the schools and the courts become more involved in solving 
certain problems, we are especially grateful for the help and total co- 
operation of the Police Department, and particularly to Sgt. James Buckley 
for his able and sensitive assistance in helping with some of our most 
troubled students. 


Finally to all the other Town Departments, to the Educational Ad- 
visory Council, and to all of the citizens of East Bridgewater, we express 
our thanks for assisting us in the difficult task of operating your school 
system.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Chairman of the East Bridgewater School Committee 
and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


I am proud to submit my first annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. It is submitted with an understanding of the challenge inherent 
in the position of Superintendent, a sense of purpose in the job to be 
done and a strong commitment to the educational philosophy of the 
East Bridgewater Public Schools. 


The individual reports of the administrators and staff included in my 
report reflect the same sense of challenge, purpose and commitment. In 
order for the public schools of East Bridgewater to meet the challenge 
of providing maximum educational opportunity for each student, it is 
necessary for the School Committee, superintendent, administrators, 
professional staff, support staff and community to establish common 
goals and work to achieve these goals in an open, cooperative atmosphere. 


In this spirit, I would like to recognize the assistance of the Board of 
Library Trustees, Highway Department, Fire Department, Water Depart- 
ment, Board of Health, Board of Selectmen, Police Department, Treasurer, 
Auditor, Town Clerk, Moderator, Assessors and staff at the Town Hall. I 
have called upon these people and departments on numerous occasions 
during the past year and they have responded willingly and competently. 


Since you, Mr. Chairman, have done such an excellent job of out- 
lining the major school events of 1975 in your report, I shall concentrate 
on the present and make a few observations concerning the future. This 
Fall, the East Bridgewater Public Schools experienced the smallest in- 
crease in enrollment in several years. The elementary grade enrollment 
continued to level off while the secondary enrollment continued to in- 
crease gradually. It would appear that under present conditions, the 
completion of the High School Addition has made it possible for us to 
provide for our needs for a number of years. The bond issue for the 
original High School matures in 1976 leaving the Town with two school 
bond issues; the Middle School issue which matures in 1987 and the new 
High School Addition issue which matures in 1992. It is my hope that no 
major school renovation or construction will be necessary through 1987. 


In the area of school finances I am happy to report that the net cost to 
the Town to operate its schools for 1975 decreased by $101,170.22 when 
compared to the net school operational cost for 1974. This was accom- 
plished by the application of a larger State reimbursement for Chapter 766 
than had been anticipated. Since 1971, the increase in the net operating 
cost of schools for the Town of East Bridgewater (school appropriation 
minus Federal and State reimbursement) has been $219,590.60, an average 
of $54,897.65 per year. This figure represents a very reasonable amount 
when one considers the activities outlined in your report and previous 
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reports of the former Superintendent, Stanley B. Goldman, covering 
this period. A detailed financial summary is included with this report. 


Although the national media continues to lament over the decline of 
standardized test scores and indicates concern over the apparent lack of 
basic skills of modern students, I am happy to report that our reading 
scores continue to show steady growth. The reading continuum, which was 
implemented at the primary level in 1973, is now in use through grade 4. 
The reading continuum provides for a periodic assessment of a student’s 
basic reading skills and allows the student to develop at his own rate with 
the aid of different methods and materials best suited to his/her needs. 
It allows for a balance between basic instructional needs and the personal 
needs of the student. This is not accomplished, however, without a great 
deal of time and skill on the part of teachers and specialists. Without the 
support of the principals and cooperation of the professional staff, this 
accomplishment would not have been possible. Mrs. Rosa Cook, Reading 
Specialist at the Central School, has been a strong catylist in the develop- 
mefit of the primary reading continuum. The time which the School 
Committee has provided through release days has been devoted to sup- 
porting this very complex instructional process and it has shown results. 


Also, in the area of curriculum, I am very pleased with the develop- 
ment of our Special Needs programs. The emphasis this year has been on 
developing continuous programs for all students with special needs K-12. 
Much progress has been made in this area. 


The Music program continues to flourish under the direction of Mr. 
Lasdow with the assistance of the Music Parents. 


Our Athletic program, with the additional facilities provided by the 
town, experienced a very successful year. The Viking football, basket- 
ball and track teams were highly competitive and successful. One sad note 
in this regard was the untimely passing of recently retired basketball 
coach Mr. Joseph Morey, highly respected by former students and col- 
leagues. Additional reports concerning work in other areas of curriculum 
are included with this report. The East Bridgewater Educational Council 
was very active this past year in support of many of these projects and the 
Superintendent wishes to acknowledge this valuable service provided to 
the community. 


Since assuming the school superintendency in July, I have become 
increasingly aware of the contributions of the former Superintendent of 
Schools, Stanley B. Goldman. I wish to thank him for his personal help 
and wish him a healthy but active retirement. It has also become more 
obvious to me that a superintendent is ineffective unless he has the active 
support of his school committee. In this regard, the staff and students of 
the East Bridgewater Public Schools are very fortunate to have such a 
conscientious and hardworking committee. Good schools are the results 
of a mutual effort between the community and school staff. The School 
Committee has led the way in this area and the result is obvious. The 
public schools of East Bridgewater are good schools. 
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In closing, Mr. Chairman, I would like to make a special reference to 
your service on the East Bridgewater School Committee over the past 
nine years. While I know you have earned a “rest” from meetings, tele- 
phone calls, letters, conferences and the daily concerns of the schools, 
your presence on the School Committee will be missed by everyone who 
has had the privilege of working with you. Probably no single person has 
ever had as much influence over the direction and development of a school 
system as you have had in East Bridgewater. Your presence will be missed, 
but your contributions will remain for years to come. 


Finally to my office staff, colleagues, and members of the School 
Committee, I wish to express my sincere gratitude for assisting me in 
serving the students of the Town of East Bridgewater.

Report of the Principal me 


of Central School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell; 


It is with pleasure that I submit my report on the activities and pro- 
grams at the Central School during this past year. I might say at this time 
that I am grateful for the continued co-operation of faculty, administra- 
tion and parents. This type of co-operation definitely contributes to the 
smooth operation and pleasant atmosphere found here daily. 


Our enrollment as of October Ist is as follows: Kindergarten - 173, 
Grade One - 204, Grade Two - 189, Grade Three - 195, for a total of 761. 


This September the faculty and staff welcomed two members to our 
school. Mrs. Janie Skolnick, our new guidance counselor, has her Bachelor 
of Arts from Simmons and her Masters of Education from Boston College. 
She had previous experience as a second grade teacher in Sharon, and as a 
guidance counselor at the Middle School in Norton for one year. Miss 
Lynne LaTegola is our new Learning Disabilities teacher. She has her 
Bachelor of Science degree from Bridgewater State College and was 
learning disabilities specialist for the Dudley-Charlton school district 
for two years. These two positions were filled in order that the special 
services staff might more completely fulfill our responsibilities under the 
guidelines of Chapter 766. 


In relation to Chapter 766 and its impact, I am extremely proud to be 
able to report that the special services team under Mr. Frye’s capable 
direction has been well able to handle all of our children with special 
needs. I might add that the devotion and dedication of the classroom 
teachers have been without equal. Because of the high caliber of our 
teachers, the children receive the type of professional attention they 
require in order to learn at their own rate and in a manner which is com- 
fortable for them. 


Another major area which bears mentioning is that of our kindergarten 
program. In June, the teachers completed their first and I might add 
very successful year. As with any new program there were rough spots 
which needed strengthening; however, the teachers, through co-operative 
efforts, succeeded in providing our children with an excellent background 
to enter first grade. Continually working in close harmony, the kinder- 
garten teachers are constantly making minor revisions in their overall 
program in order to strengthen it and better prepare our children. 


Also in relation to kindergarten, a new screening procedure was ini- 
tiated last spring. Each child previously identified was given a date and 
time to be screened so that the school personnel might be better acquainted 
with each child’s needs. The screening also afforded each child the op- 
portunity to visit the school. With the aid of the system guidance per- 
sonnel, health personnel and parent volunteers (many from the East 
Bridgewater Educational Advisory Council), the screening program was 
a great SUCCESS. 
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In other areas of the curriculum, at each grade ievel, the emphasis 
has been placed upon diagnosing each child’s needs and developing pro- 
grams which will fulfill these needs. As each year passes the teachers are 
becoming more and more proficient in providing for specific children. 
With the use of a greater variety of teaching methods, and materials, 
specific goals can be obtained. Also, with each passing year, we are coming 
closer to achieving our long range goal of developing greater independence 
within the children. 


I am pleased to report that during this past summer 17 classrooms at 
the school were completely refurbished. Ceilings and wails received new 
coats of paint and the woodwork was freshly varnished. This painting and 
varnishing completes the classrooms in the original building. By no means 
a minor accomplishment, the Central School custodial staff along with 
two C.E.T.A. workers deserve special mention for their efforts. 


There have also been many activities and programs carried on here at 
Central School which bear mentioning. One of the most outstanding 
programs is the annual study by our third graders of the pilgrims, their 
lives and times. This study, along with a trip to Plymouth and a re-enact- 
ment of the first Thanksgiving, afforded the children a most realistic 
approach to understanding this segment of our history. For many children 
this experience, I’m sure, will be one not easily forgotten. 


There have also been many worthwhile field trips taken by our Central 
School students this past year. Some of these have been within walking 
distance while others have required transportation. 


In kindergarten, the children were given the opportunity to visit the 
police and fire stations as part of their studies about community workers. 


The first graders have had the opportunity to visit the local dairy 
farms, markets, and banks in conjunction with social studies units taught. 


Our entire second grade visited the Atlantic Aquarium in Hull as part 
of a study concerning the sea. A walking trip which the second graders 
experienced was a visit to the East Bridgewater Public Library. Here 
they were given a talk about the library, and all became official mem- 
bers. 


In relation to a study of the early life and time of East Bridgewater, 
some of our second graders were afforded an additional experience 
through a trip to Sachem Rock. The children were also fortunate to have 
as a guest speaker Mrs. Edna Whitmore, who appeared in period costume 
and discussed the traditions and way of life of early inhabitants of the 
town. 


In addition to the Plimoth Plantation experience, some of our third 
graders were also given the opportunity to visit Logan Airport and area 
farms as part of their social studies curriculum.

Another program which is successful and bears mentioning is the 
annual opportunity for first grade parents to have lunch with their child- 
ren during National School Lunch Week. The parents, as our invited 
guests, are given the opportunity to see first hand the daily procedure 
which their children follow. For parents who have children in school for 
the first time this can be an insightful experience; especially when, for 
one reason or another, little fears grow into major problems at a later 
date. 


Another assembly program which was extremely interesting and worth- 
while for the children was given by Mr. Ernst Hofmann on reptiles. Mr. 
Hofmann, who is the father of Mrs. Norman Lehberger, first grade teacher, 
gave a Slide presentation concerning varying types of reptiles and provided 
live snakes with which the children could become familiar and could feel. 
Mr. Hofmann is an expert in his field and lectures at various colleges and 
universities on the eastern seacoast. 


I would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank the other town 
departments for the co-operation shown to the Central School. In par- 
ticular I would like to thank Mrs. Eastman and the library staff for their 
continuing support to our program; to Chief Winsor, who with his men 
graciously give tours to our kindergarteners and give willingly of their 
time to educate our youngsters to the necessity of fire prevention; to 
Chief Tardie and his officers, especially Safety Officer Jacob, for their 
co-operation in visits to the station and programs in the school; and to 
Mr. Sheehan and Mr. Dube for their efforts on behalf of the Central 
School. 


To you, Mr. Mitchell, and to the members of the East Bridgewater 
School Committee, I would like to extend my sincere appreciation for your 
support and direction during this past year.

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Report of the Principal 
of the Intermediate School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell; 


It is with much pride and pleasure that I share with the community of 
East Bridgewater the activities and accomplishments of the Intermediate 
School during this past year. 


At the opening of the school year, the staff welcomed three new mem- 
bers to the instructional team. On the administrative level, Miss Eileen 
Williams assumed the position of Administrative Assistant. Miss Williams, 
a graduate of Stonehill College, had taught three years in the Yarmouth 
School System. The other two positions were filled by Miss Janet Ward, 
a graduate of State College at Bridgewater, and Mrs. Shelia Micherone, a 
graduate of Boston College. Both new teachers had distinguished them- 
selves during their undergraduate work. 


The enrollment for the Intermediate School for the 1975-76 School 
year stands at 440 students. There are 238 boys and girls in grade four 
and 202 younsters in grade five. The educational program being offered 
these young people has shown continued growth in the pursuit of indi- 
vidualized instruction. The development of the center’s environment and 
the structuring of smaller teams of teachers to instruct the children has 
been a significant step in the growth of a more child-oriented curriculum. 


The wide variety of activities, field trips, and assemblies are an out- 
growth of the environment created by our developing program. The 
performance of the traveling company of the Propositional Theatre was 
a unique and exciting experience in live programming. Many children 
had never before seen performers in action on stage. 


Also, the Children’s Theatre production at Bridgewater served to 
provide the children with a similar experience. 


The field trips which the children took related directly to their studies 
in the fourth and fifth grade curriculum. Both grades traveled to Boston 
with one group visiting the Museum of Science while the other group 
toured the Aquarium. The displays, demonstrations, and exhibits did 
oes to broaden the children’s knowledge of the world which surrounds 
them. 


The Student-Faculty Games of basketball and floor hockey have been 
a source of enjoyment for all. The contests have been played with great 
enthusiasm with the students prevailing on both occasions. Perhaps the 
Faculty will have better luck next year. 


These varied activities are introduced into a program which already 
includes a full range of club experiences such as newspaper, candle making, 
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and decoupage, in addition to an established music program which in- 
cludes seasonal presentations as well as an exchange concert with West 
Bridgewater. 


The end-of-the-year happenings such as Field Day, Cook Out, and 
Awards Assembly are offered during the concluding month of school. 
The children have found these culminating activities an interesting way 
to mark their graduation. 


The physical appearance of the building has undergone substantial 
improvement. Every area of the school was painted over the summer 
months. Additional electrical outlets were placed in the second floor 
classrooms and much constructing of support equipment, such as book- 
cases and room dividers carried out. This work did much to complement 
and enhance the school’s physical environment. 


In closing, I would want to thank both the School Committee and our 
new Superintendent of Schools whose unselfish efforts have made pos- 
sible the quality instruction the children are receiving.

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Report of the Middle School Principal 


Dear Mr. Mitchell; 


The Middle School presently has an enrollment of 711 students with 
a grade distribution as follows: Grade 6, 255; Grade 7, 227; Grade 8, 220. 
Included in the total figure are six students in the severely developmen- 
tally disabled class and three students in upgraded programs. 


We have maintained our team teaching structure which we found so 
beneficial last year. We have, however, improved our direct support to 
our students through the evolution of the Special Services Team which 
is made up of the guidance staff, learning specialists, and members of 
the administration. This modification of the Core Evaluation Team re- 
quired by the Bartely-Daley Act directly effects the learning and be- 
havioral successes enjoyed by our students. It provides most adequately 
for the diagnostic and prescriptive work needed in determining and im- 
plementing suitable educational plans, and maintains the systematic 
follow-up procedures necessary. Presently, 183 students are directly 
involved with some type of plan suited to their individual needs. 


A Curriculum Committee has been working since September to analyze 
our program of studies to insure articulation between grades, and make 
improvements where necessary. An evaluation of this type is a lengthy 
task, but we must continue to provide suitable learning experiences for 
our students. This can only be done by continual appraisal of the needs 
of students, of the methods best suited to aid them in the learning pro- 
cess, and of the curriculum they are exposed to in our Middle School. 


In addition, a Values Study Committee has been formed to consider 
whether a program in “‘values clarification” ought to become part of the 
Middle School curriculum. There are many public schools with programs 
in this area and many commercially prepared programs. The Values 
Committee will study these various programs and report on the possible 
inclusion of such a program at the Middle School. 


A Report Card Committee comprised of teachers, administrators, 
and parents was formed to develop a new reporting system for Grades 
6-8, since we had two separate systems in use within the building and a 
survey of parents taken during Parent-Teacher Conferences indicated 
they desired a commom reporting format. Our goal was to develop a card 
which would combine the essential strengths of both the elementary and 
secondary cards, thereby giving both students and parents a realistic 
picture of individual growth and development as well! as relative success 
compared to their sequence and grade level. In particular, I wish to thank 
the parents who volunteered time and effort in this endeavor: Mrs. Philip 
Calland, Mrs. Elena Joaquith, Mrs. Deanne Graff, Mrs. Mary Neaveill, 
Mrs. Evelyn Cerce, Mrs. Susan Leigh, Mrs. Dorothy Miksch, and Mrs. 
Patricia Morowski. 
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This past year students have been exposed to a wide range of co- 
curricular experiences designed to enrich their education at the Middle 
School. Field trips were taken to the Peabody Museum, the Museum of 
Fine Arts, the Science Museum, the New England Aquarium, and the Free- 
dom Trail. Our Band of eighty-five students has auditioned for All-State 
Competition and our chorus of 60 members has had several students 
participate in state-wide music festivals. Our intramural program con- 
tinues to develop and expand and the number of participants has grown 
significantly. The Drama Club presented “‘A Christmas Carol” in December 
which was well received by the public. Many of our students work with 
the Senior Citizens at their weekly luncheon, a unique mixture of young 
and old enjoying each other’s company. Bicentennial celebrations are well 
underway also, as evidenced by our ceremony celebrating Patriot’s Day 
and the dedication of the Liberty Tree. The Middle School students and 
staff extend their thanks to the Bicentennial Committee in East Bridge- 
water, Mrs. Dorothy White, Mrs. Constance Fitzsimmons, and Mr. William 
Smith, for their help in planning and staging these worthwhile affairs.

Spring of 1975 brought the completion and dedication of the new 
High School facilities - indoors and outdoors. The staff and students of 
the school are most gratified and appreciative of the facilities, not be- 
cause they are new, but because of the opportunities they afford for 
education and recreation. To appreciate their contribution, citizens of 
East Bridgewater should spend an hour or a day or as much time as they 
wish watching young people and their teachers in action. A visit to a 
classroom, a laboratory, a gymnasium, the library or A.V. Center, a shop 
or the Child Care Center, or any one of the many other areas - a visit 
would be inspiring. A view of the outside facilities on a typical autumn 
or spring afternoon would take in young people involved in a variety of 
activities, from tennis to band rehearsal to practices of numerous athletic 
teams. I believe such a view would make one proud. Our facilities make 
all this possible to an extent we have never known before. 


I would encourage parents and. citizens to make such- visits and take in 
such views. One will quickly discover the truth about today’s youth - that 
the vast majority are wonderful, active, positive, responsive people. Con- 
trary to the headlines and reports so prevalent today, caused by the dif- 
ficulties of a small minority, kids today are as good as they ever were - and 
maybe better. We hope to assist them as they develop. And we hope to 
help those who face the serious problems that often grip youth today. Our 
hope is to help them all. Our plea is that all who are able will allow us to 
and aid us. 


The High School has been very busy during the latter half of 1975 in 
undergoing a self-evaluation of all aspects of school life in preparation for 
the arrival in April, 1976, of the visiting committee of the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges. The Association evaluates High 
Schools every ten years for the purpose of helping each school understand 
its strengths and weaknesses better, and of accrediting the school.

The 
retirement in June and the death in November of Joseph Morey took 
from us a man who inspired and befriended students for four decades. 
Teacher, coach, lobsterman, friend - Joe will always be a part of anyone 
who knew him. 


The resignation in December of Norman McGowan will bring, with 
his departure, the loss of a man who has deservedly received standing 
ovations from graduation classes year after year. His loyalty to this school, 
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love for his community, and intense compassion and dedication to stu- 
dents of every background and calling will remain as hallmarks of excel- 
lence for all who are a part of the school now and will follow.

MODERN SCHOLARS IN ANCIENT GARB 


by Harold Seymour

The color and pageantry marking a college commencement is rooted 
in long tradition. Academic degrees have been awarded for more than 
800 years, the first known being conferred by the University of Bologna 
in the twelfth century. The caps and gowns worn by the faculty and the 
graduating class are also inherited from early medieval universities. Schol- 
ars of those days wore the gown and its attached hood for the dual pur- 
pose of keeping warm in drafty, unheated buildings, and of identifying the 
particular clerical order to which they belonged. 


The Gown 


The style of modern academic costume in America is based on an inter- 
collegiate code established in 1895. The gown is commonly black, dif- 
fering in type according to the level of the degree held. Gowns of foreign 
universities and a few American institutions are often of red or other 
brilliant hues. 


The doctor’s gown is paneled in velvet, and has bell-shaped sleeves, each 
trimmed with three matching velvet bars. The velvet may be black or of 
the color representing the field of learning in which the degree was earned. 
For example, the Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.), the highest degree which a 
university can confer, is designated by blue, for centuries the color associ- 
ated with wisdom and truth. The Doctor of Theology (Th.D.) may be 
indicated by red, a traditional color of the church; and the Doctor of 
Jurisprudence (Jur.D) by the royal purple of the King’s Court. (The title 
Doctor refers to the degree one holds, not to his profession or occupation, 
and by ancient definition means an eminently learned man, one suf- 
ficiently skilled in any branch of knowledge to teach it.) 
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Master’s and bachelor’s gowns have no trim. Sleeves of the master’s 
are extra long, and are open either at the forearm or the wrist. Those of 
the bachelor’s gown are pointed. 


The Cap 


The mortarboard cap is proper for all American degrees, and is worn 
both indoors and out on all occasions when gowns are used. The tassel, 
worm over the left front quarter of the cap, may be black or may be in a 
color representing the degree. Only holders of doctor’s degrees may wear 
a gold tassel. At E.B.H.S. members of the National Honor Society also 
wear a gold tassel. 7 


The Hood 


THE HOOD is the most striking feature of the academic costume. Its 
shape, size, and colors show both the degree of the wearer and the college 
which conferred it, so that anyone attending an academic function in 
America can distinguish holders of bachelor’s, master’s, and doctor’s 
degrees, and at the same time tell the university or college where it was 
obtained. 


The color of the border or edging of the hood designates the field of 
learning in which the degree was earned: for instance, white represents 
arts; scarlet - theology; golden yellow - science; blue - philosophy; pink - 
music; lemon - library science; brown - fine arts; purple - law; light blue - 
education; and drab - business administration. 


The bachelor’s hood has a two-inch velvet border; the master’s, a 
three-inch one; and the doctor’s a five inch one. The size of the hood also 
helps identify the degree; the bachelor’s hood is three feet long, the 
master’s three and a half, and the doctor’s four feet. 
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Report of the Administrative Coordinator of 
Special Services 


Dear Mr. Mitchell; 


It is with great pride that I submit to you my annual report for the area 
of Special Services. 


The complexities of Special Services in a school system have become 
greater and greater over the past several years. The publicity on Chapter 
766 has brought added interest to this area and this interest is most 
welcome. Unfortunately, some of the publicity has led to misinformation 
about this law. 


Over the past year, our Special Service Personnel have been involved 
with well over 200 students who have had special educational plans 
constructed as a result of meetings and conferences involving specialists, 
classroom teachers, administrators, and parents. In addition to these 
students, hundreds of other students have benefited indirectly of these 
services by new innovations in curriculum, new materials, new strategies, 
and new awarenesses and sensitivities on the part of professionals and 
parents. 


This past year, we were fortunate to welcome the following new people 
to our Special Services Team: 


Ms. Lynne LaTegola in the area of Learning Disabilities; 
Mrs. Carol Maloney in the area of Speech; 

Ms. Denise Ryan as a Resource Teacher and; 

Mrs. Mary McLaughlin as a Special Education Aide. 


During this past year, we have had eleven students evaluated at the 
Regional Educational Assessment and Diagnostic Services in Lakeville. 
By using R.E.A.D.S. not only were we able to save thousands of dollars, 
but more importantly we have been able to save months of waiting for 
results. 


R.E.A.D.S. has also developed two programs for students with severe 
hearing handicaps and is working on new programs that will cut the costs 
of educating students with severe handicaps. 


This past year has been a good one. Naturally we have not had perfect 
results and many of us are still frustrated that we cannot help all young- 
sters as rapidly as we would ideally like to. Given the realistic constraints, 
including human knowledge and research, we are doing very well, and we 
will continue to improve. 
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I would find it hard to believe that there exists a school system where 
the cooperation between school professionals and interested community 
individuals is better than that which exists in East Bridgewater.

The Music Department submits its report of progress and development 
for 1975. 


Mr. Donald Dregalla has joined our staff as part-time percussion in- 
structor and is teaching one day per week in our schools. The Music 
Department faculty continues to display its fine dedication and commit- 
ment to the students of East Bridgewater and to provide the finest musical 
experiences for their students.

Our majorette squad has had a very successful year of competition 
winning many first place awards.

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The Music Parents Association has undertaken a tremendous respon- 
sibility in the planning and fund raising for the Washington trip and are 
to be commended for their dedication and hard work. 


The Music Department sponsored a week of activities in conjunction 
with Music In Our Schools Day, which is a nationally recognized day 
for school music. These activities offered parents and townspeople the 
opportunity to visit music classes and rehearsals to gain an inside view of 
the musical offerings presented to the children of East Bridgewater. 


Highlighting the week was the 25th Anniversary Concert of the South 
Eastern Massachusetts School Bandmasters Association (S.E.M.S.B.A.) 
held at the Michael J. McCarthy Auditorium at the High School. Over 300 
area students from 25 towns participated in the program. 


The High School Band and Chorus and the Middle School Band and 
Chorus performed an exchange concert with Southbridge, Mass.

The Intermediate School Band performed their annual exchange con- 
cert with the Rose L. McDonald School in West Bridgewater. 


All performing organizations in our schools have presented student- 
body assemblies and have performed in the annual Spring and Christmas 
Concerts.

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Report of the Director of School Food Services 


Dear Mr. Mitchell; 


During the past year 285,935 lunches plus a la carte were served in the 
four schools. 47,625 of these were free for the needy. Total adult lunches 
17,099. Breakfasts are served at Middle and High Schools - 19,185 served 
during the year. Breakfast consists of fruit juice, cereal or toast, and 8 oz. 
whole milk - price $.15. 


Lunches are $.30 at Central and Intermediate, $.35 at Middle and High. 
In December the 8% food tax necessitated changing adult prices to include 
tax. Adult lunches are now $.80. 


Senior Citizens are still availing themselves of lunch at the Middle 
School on Thursdays, averaging 95 per meal, the charge still $.50 sub- 
sidized for the cost of the meal. 


We observed National School Lunch Week in October serving the All 
American Lunch on National School Lunch Day - hamburger being the 
‘““All American”. First grade parents were guests at the Central School 
during the week. Town officials were guests at other schools. We served 
our annual Thanksgiving Dinner with turkey and our annual Christmas 
Dinner with roast beef. 


The Director attended a regional meeting held in Lakeville on revision 
of State Food Service Claims for Reimbursement in September. In October 
the Managers and Director attended the MSFSA annual Convention in 
North Falmouth accompanied by Superintendent of Schools, Gordon 
Mitchell and Administrative Assistant, Richard Achin for part of the 
session. 


Our bids this year went to Producer’s Dairy for milk, Hendries for 
Ice Cream, Ward Baking Company and Liberty Bakery for bread. We have 
a baking program within the schools also, making all the dinner rolls, 
French Bread and some pizza. 


Commodities are not as plentiful this year as they have been in the 
past. Subsidies received - .1825 per plate - needy plates .7275 - reduced 
6275. Breakfast subsidies .9075 - needy .34 reduced .28. Special Milk 
Program .055, our cost for milk to the dairy is .1067, we still charge 
$.05 for 8 oz. carton so with the subsidy the cost is just covered. Average 
cost of meal last year was .7176. 


Thanks again goes to the Staff supervised by Mrs. Florence Tarantino 
at the High, Mrs. Emily Rocha at the Middle, Mrs. Mary Davidson at 
Intermediate and Mrs. Eleanor Ellis at Central.

The term of office of any member from a member town shall begin 
on the date of the first regular School Committee Meeting following 
the last regular member town election and the term of office of any 
member from the City of Brockton shall begin on the date of the first 
regular School Committee Meeting in January following his or her 
election. Promptly upon the appointment and qualification of the 
members of the Interim Committee and thereafter on the date of the 
first regular school committee meeting following the last regular member 
town election the Committee shall orgainize and choose by ballot a 
chairman from among its own membership. At the same meeting, or at 
any other meeting, the Committee shall appoint a treasurer and a 
secretary, who may be the same person but who need not be a member 
of the Committee, choose such other officers as it deems adivsable, 
determine the terms of office of its officers (except the chairman who 
shall be elected annually as provided above) and prescribe the powers 
and duties of any of its officers, fix the time and place for its regular 
meetings and provide for the calling of special meetic s. A Unanimous 
vote.

We hereby submit our report for the year ending December 31, 
L976: 


The Board of Selectmen had an extremely busy year with a full 
schedule of business every Monday evening necessitating numerous 
other meetings on week-days and nights throughout the year. 


Aside from the routine matters, an unusual number of dog 
complaints were received resulting in investigations and hearings. A new 
Restraining Law was adopted and put into effect. A Committee was 
formed to determine if additional requirements and or restrictions are 
needed to control the serious dog problems in Town. 


During the year, several Committees were formed and a status 
report on these committees is as follows:

The Board would like to extend their sincere appreciation and 
thanks to all the Citizens who gave their time and worked so hard on 
these Committees. It is hoped that more Townspeople will volunteer 
their time to serve on committees in the future to improve the progress 
of the Town. 


On January 1, 1976, Mr. Robert E. Lundberg was appointed as the 
Town’s first full time Building Inspector. Mr. Lundberg has done an 
outstanding job within his department and has been invaluable to the 
Board. Besides his regular duties, he has investigated and checked out 
several complaints, assisted other departments with various situations, 
acted as a liaison between the Selectmen’s office and other departments, 
as well as worked on Federal and State Funding Programs on behalf of 
the Selectmen. It should be mentioned that the Town was awarded a 
$13,310.- grant under the Community Development Block Program this 
year. This money was used to purchase bleachers and construct dug-outs 
at Strong Field. Other Funding Programs have been applied for, and it is 
hoped that we will get our share of this free money. 


Mr. Charles M. Repeta did not seek re-election after serving the 
last six years. Newly elected Frank C. Underhill was welcomed to the 


Board in April 1976. Mr. Underhill served the Town as a member of the 
Charter Study Commission and Personnel Relations Review Board. 


At a Special Town Meeting in May, 1976 voters approved funds for 
the Town of East Bridgewater to join the Old Colony Elderly Services, 
Inc., Brockton. These services, which are administered by the Council 
on Aging, are available to the elederly and include homemaker service, 
legal counseling, housing assistance, health education, etc. 


Chairman of the Board, Dana G. Chase was elected President of 
the Plymouth County Selectmen’s Association and Chairman of the 
- Plymouth County Advisory Board. 


Senator Robert E. McCarthy and Representative Robert S. Teahan 
met with the Board throughout the year to discuss legislation that would 
have a direct influence on the Town and its taxpayers. We also met with 
Congresswoman Margaret Heckler and corresponded with her and other 
Federal Representatives, discussing Federal Grant programs and other 
related issues. 


Mr. David Rodenbush of the Brockton Edison met with the Board 
of cover the continuing street light conversion program which will be in 
its third year. Throughout this year, twenty five new street lights were 
installed. 


After some minor delays, the Board signed a contract as requested 
by the State Department of Public Works for reconstruction of Thatcher 
Street. This work is expected to commence in the Spring. 


The Town took advantage of the CETA program offered through 
the Federal Government and hired several persons for different depart- 
ments in Town. The salaries of these CETA employees are paid by the 
Government and are of no cost to the Town. Under this program, the 
Selectmen had the interior and exterior of most Town office buildings 
painted and repaired. 


Town employees forming Collective Bargaining Units under the 
National Association of Government Employees were the Clerical 
workers as well as the Highway, Water and Tree employees. Previously 
formed units are the Police and Fire Department employees. This year, 
a professional negotiator, Mr. Martin Ames, was retained by the Select- 
men to represent and assist the Board in these negotiations. 
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The Old Colony Water Pollution Control District with member 
Towns of Abington, Whitman, West Bridgewater and Bridgewater held 
a Public Hearing in East Bridgewater on October 14, 1976. It is their 
intent to run sewerage lines through East Bridgewater on Washington, 
Walnut and Bridge Streets. The Board with other Town Departments ob- 
ject to this route as it will run too close to our water shed areas and 
water wells. Since this time, meetings have been held with the Old 
Colony Water Pollution Control District, and we have proposed a route 
down Route +f 18 which is now under consideration. The Board has 
voted not to permit the line to go in or near our water supply areas and 
will take whatever steps necessary to prevent this from happening.

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Report of the Police Department 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In 1976 - 1977 I have worked with the Massachusetts Police In- 
stitute. They were requested to do a manpower study of the Police 
Department, at no cost to the Town. They made several recom- 
mendations such asa fulltime Safety and Juvenile Officer combined, a full 
time Detective to follow-up on complaints, a new Record System be 
instituted, etc. However, due to the cost factor, I feel we'll hold off and 
see what happens for next year. There were many good things in this 
report, using Geographical Area Codes for the Town; we are able to tell 
how many calls were handled in a given area by time, shift, day of the 
week, and the percentage of time a car was used in that area. If you 
would like to read this report there will be a copy at the Public Library 
for you to read. I feel there is a wealth of information in this report and 
shows what is going on in your area and will give a better understanding 
of the job your Police Department is doing. 


Since July, 1977 I have worked with the Massachusetts Police In- 
sitiute to upgrade the Budget presentation. Each member of the Board 
of Selectmen and the Finance Committee received a copy. I realize there 
is an increase in the Budget this year; however, I held the line last year 
only to have the budget cut further by the Finance Committee, I feel that 
with the new system they will have a much better understanding of the 
budget and could stop the necessity of coming back for transfers and 
Special Town Meetings, both of these can be a great expense to the 
Town. 


As in the past, I am asking the Town to replace two (2) cars. I 
would like to go to all sedans. The Fire Department is doing the 
ambulance runs now, therefore I do not see any need of the Police 
Department having a Station Wagon. The sedans are cheaper to 
purchase and cheaper to maintain. 


In March, 1977 John L. Silva was appointed to Sergeant thus 
bringing the department to its full compliment of three Sergeants. Also 


Paul Koslowsky became a full time regular Patrolman on the Depart- — 
ment. 


Juvenile Crime is in a Crisis of staggering dimensions with profound 
implications for our Nation’s future. In 1975 one out of every four 
persons arrested in the United States was under 18 years of age. In- 
dividuals in this age group comprised 23 percent of all arrest for serious 
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crimes, and almost half of all arrests for property crimes One of every 
ten persons arrested for murder had not reached the age of 18. During 
the period 1960 - 1975 arrest of these young offenders for serious 
crimes increased 144 percent. In our own Town there has been an in- 
crease. We have tried to work through the schools to reach some of the 
problems that the young folks are having. I have allowed Police Officers 
to go to classes with the students to answer questions and explain 
laws to them. Officer Jacob devotes about 80 percent of his time to 
the schools. I feel that this is a worthwhile endeavor, if you can reach 
a borderline case or cases and get them on the right track it is time well 
spent.

Fire Department station wagon provided full time ambulance service from 
May 19, 1976 thru July 30, 1976. 


Our apparatus report remains the same as 1975 with the exception 
of our 1941 Seagraves Engine jf 2 and our 1949 Dodge Forest Fire Truck 
which have been taken out of service and will be disposed of at a later 
date. 


Our present personnel structure is a follows:

24 Call Firefighters (inclusive of 7 Permanent Firefighters subject to 24 
hour a day recall while off duty.) 


Our training and education program has seen several changes. Lt. 
Quentin Maver of this Department was appointed Assistant Training 
Officer to assist Deputy Chief Ellis in revising our training procedure. 
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Schedule, required participation, methods, and evaluation of drills were in- 
stigated. Results at this time are satisfactory, although more time is needed 
for a complete evaluation. Emergency medical technician training re- 
quired, from several of our firefighters, many hours of classroom work 
and practical application of methods taught. Richard Gay, William 
Bradbury, James Lorrey, Donald Sherman, Robert Fairburm, and Gerald 
Stetson, all firefighters of this department, successfully completed an 
emergency medical technician course and obtained their certification with 
the National Registry of E.M.T.’s. 


Delivery of the Town’s ambulance is expected shortly and should be 
in service about the middle of February. Having a Class A, Type 1 fully 
equipped ambulance with well trained personnel will be a great asset to 
the community. As stated at Town Meeting last year, we will need time to 
organize and expedite this service as it is a first for our Town. I am sure 
that our firefighters, with the cooperation of our public officials and 
townspeople, can develop a service we need and will be proud of. 


The contract for our new Pumping Engine was awarded to the Farrar 
Co. of Woodville, Massachusetts with delivery expected in early fall of 
1977. This vehicle will be a cab forward type on a Hendrickson chassis, 
with a Detroit diesel engine, a 1,000 G.P.M. pump and of the most modern 
design. 


The status of outside burning for 1977 is unknown at this time. All 
permits for outside burning are controlled by our State Pollution Board 
and as of this time I am waiting for revised regulations. Announcement 
relative to any decision on this matter will be in our local paper or may 
be obtained by calling the station. 


This past year we received many calls for non-emergency infor- 
mation on our Emergency Telephone Line. With the addition of our ambu- 
lance service, the need for an open line for emergency becomes more seri- 
ous. I urge all people of this town to use our business numbers 378-2071 
and 378-2271 for non-emergency calls such as streets, locations, baseball- 
hockey- soccer registration and meetings permits, non-emergency fire 
problems, etc. Also please do not call your Fire Department for ‘“‘no 
school” information as this is a School Department decision. 


As in past years I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, all 
the Town Departments, our firefighters, both permanent and call, my 
officers within the Department and our citizens and taxpayers for their 
cooperation. Without this we could not function properly and deliver the 
service our people deserve. 
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TOWN MEETING ARTICLE 


The East Bridgewater Firefighters Association plans to present an 
article at the next Annual Town Meeting requesting the Town to 
appropriate the necessary funds to surface with Type I mix, the present 
road leading from the rear of the Town’s Fire Station to the road coming 
from the High School parking lot to Plymouth Street. Fire and ambulance 
service to the southeast section of our Town would be greatly improved 
with this access road usable at all times. Center of town traffic, the 
difficult turn at Central Street at the traffic lights, church traffic and 
parking, school bus and school parking congestion could be avoided, as 
well as a saving of nearly six-tenths of a mile. As Chief of this Department I 
would highly recommend this article as to emergency use by all Police and 
Fire vehicles. More facts and figures will be available for Town Meeting.

The 
Street Sign appropriation Account of $1,200.00 was depleted within six 
months due to the high rate of vandalism throughout the town; I would 
appreciate any citizen observing such destruction, to report the matter to 
the Police Department immediately. More berms were built to stop water 
from running off the road. Guard rails were repaired and painted. 
Sanders and plowers were repaired and painted. 


STREET OILING 


Mix was made in November and will be put down this spring on 
Bixby Drive, Hillcrest Road, and, Kingman Circle.

DRAINAGE 
Basins and culverts were cleaned and repaired; 8” pipe on West 
Street was replaced with 12” pipe for a distance of 800’, and two basins 
were installed.

SIDEWALKS 


Sidewalks were cleaned and patched; West Union Street sidewalk 
was resurfaced.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


I write this as my final report as Tree Warden for the Town of East 
Bridgewater having retired from this position November 26, 1976, after 
serving the Town for 20 years and 9 months in this capacity. The 
Selectmen, in good judgement, have appointed Eugene Fortier to the 
position of Tree Warden. I leave the Tree Department in his capable 
hands as he has been part of the Department for the past 19 years. 


The Tree Department, having a fully active year, performed its 
usual duties along with many other miscellaneous tasks. Tree removal and 
tree planting are two of our major functions. There were 84 trees re- 
moved along town streets during 1976. Of the total, Maples accounted 
for 36% or 30 of the trees removed. Approximately 27% or 22 of the 
trees removed were Elms, most of which succumbed to the Dutch Elm 
Disease, while the remaining 47% or 32 trees removed were of various 
other species. In the department’s constant effort to replace trees re- 
moved and provide future shade and beauty a total of 81 trees were 
planted along the town streets. Of this total planted 70 were Norway 
Maples, 9 were Crimson King (Red) Maples and 2 were Mountain Ash. 


There were 21 stumps removed below ground. These stumps were 
removed by means of a special machine contracted by the department 
to “grind” the stumps to below ground level. All stumps removed were 
in areas where they constituted a hazard to pedestrian and/or vehicular 
traffic. 


The removal of brush along the roadsides, another of our major 
tasks, continued during 1976 mainly in the winter and spring months. 
Brush was cut along several miles of road during the year. The cutting 
of brush during 1976 encompassed the 4th year of the 2nd cycle of 
systematic roadside brush clearing. 


Several other important routine duties keep the Tree Department 
on an active schedule throughout the year. The care of existing shade 
trees by pruning, cabling, and surgery; the maintenance of the Town 
Nursery; repairing and maintaining much of our own equipment; and co- 
operative work with other town departments and committees. 
Emergency work during wind, rain, and snowstorms; plowing of snow 
in the winter in co-operation with the Highway Department; and per- 
forming other miscellaneous tasks are all part of the department’s 
responsibilities. 
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In closing this, my final report, I wish to extend to my former 
employees a well deserved and sincere “Thank-you” for your loyalty — 
and efforts. Through your efforts and loyalty the East Bridgewater Tree 
Department has progressed; accomplished countless tasks; solved 
numerous and sometimes insurmountable problems and gained the 
respect of many. To the people of the Town of East Bridgewater I wish 
to extend a simple but sincere “Thank You” for your loyalty; for your 
patience and understanding; for your appreciation; and for your con- 
structive criticism and assistance. The aforementioned have made my 
position as Tree Warden fruitful, fulfilling and for the most part a 
pleasant experience.

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Report of the Moth Superintendent 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Moth Department is an intricate part of the Tree Department. 
This Department operates, employing the same manpower, resources, 
and equipment, with slight variations, as the Tree Department. My 
retirement as Tree Warden also encompassed my position as Moth 
Superintendent, an appointed position which I have held since March of 
1956 respectively. Again the Selectmen have, with foresight, appointed 
Eugene Fortier to fill this position. 


All routine duties of the Moth Department were carried out during 
the Spring and Summer months of 1976. These operations consisted of 
spraying poison ivy along the roadsides and on private property; checking 
the degree of infestation of the Gypsy Moth; spraying hornets and wasp 
nests when requested; the supervision of aerial spraying of mosquitoes 
during the months of June, July and August; co-operative work with the 
Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project in ground spraying and 
ditching; the roadside spraying of tent caterpillars in the Spring and 
other miscellaneous tasks. 


The appearance for the second year of an insect known as Fall 
webworm during the summer was alarming to many people. This insect 
builds webbed nests at the ends of tree branches on several tree species. 
Fall webworm is not usually damaging or lethal to a tree, however be- 
cause of the extremely heavy infestation during 1976 a total spray pro- 
gram will have to be set up to combat this insect in 1977 because of the 
certainty of heavy infestation. 


In closing this report I wish to express to my former employees 
and the townspeople the same sentiments as are set forth in the last 
paragraph of my Report of the Tree Warden.

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Report of the Inspector of Plumbing 


To the Board of Health East Bridgewater, Massachusetts: 


I submit a report of activities performed in the execution of my 
duties as Inspector of Plumbing for the year of 1976. 


Seventy five permits have been issued to install, alter or otherwise 
perform plumbing and related work to licensed plumbers. The issued 
permits required the inspection of four hundred and twenty four 
appurtenances. 


The Massachusetts Uniform Plumbing Code, Chapters 142 sections 
one through twenty two were used as a guide for interpretation and 
approval of work at the inspections. 


Due to the many changes in the 1976 Code, many phone calls 
to plumbers with permits had to be made. This caused as many as twenty 
four visits to one sight for approval of work. This past year also was 
plagued with calls for inspections to properties which had illegal work, 
done by unlicensed plumbers or no permits issued for said work. After 
many, at times, frustrating hours of effort, all problems were resolved 
and conditions made safe. 


The Plumbing Inspection Department has been for all practical 
purposes self supporting, due to the fee basis of permits issued. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the members of the Board 
of Health, Mr. Hoyt, Mrs. Pittsley and Building Inspector Mr. Lundberg 
for all the confidence, courtesies and assistance given me during the past 
year.

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Report of the Water Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Town of East Bridgewater last year lost the services of John 
Boni and William Hennessey through resignations from the Board of 
Water Commissioners. These two men were leaders in developing the 
towns ground water supplies. They served the Town faithfully and well 
for many years. Their services will be missed. 


East Bridgewater’s water system is presently composed of three 
wells having combined safe yield of 2.30 million gallons per day, one 
standpipe with a one and one half million gallon capacity, 59% miles of 
water pipe and 387 hydrants. 


The 2.30 million per day safe yield of our three existing wells 
should be adequate to meet the communities water needs until the year 
1995 based upon projections prepared by the Old Colony Planning 
Council 208 staff. The 1995 cut off could be extended considerably if 
water conservation practices were adopted by East Bridgewater users. 
Methods of water conservation are presently being studied by the Board 
of Water Commissioners and recommendations will be made to the 
Town, at the end of our study. 


The ground water supply can be adversely effected by prolonged 
drought and/or contamination. Under drought conditions water bans will 
be imposed to curb water usage. The Board is monitoring the chemical 
and biological contents of our water and can report at this time that the 
quality of our water is excellent requiring no treatment. 


With proper land use practices in areas which could effect our 
water supply, future contamination can be avoided. Proper land use 
practices, however, are difficult to implement since property owners 
resent any type of regulations which might effect the manner in which 
they can use their land. The Board recognizes this conflict and is working 
to resolve it having the best interest of the property owners and all 
citizens of East Bridgewater in mind. 


While our water supply is adequate and of fine quality, we do have 
problems with our distribution system. The distribution system 
can safely flow approximately one million gallons a day, which is less 
than one half the combined safe yield of our wells. Improvements made 
last year include the laying of a 12 inch main from the comer of 
Washington and Pond Streets, up Pond Street, to Plymouth Street, down 
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Plymouth Street, to Whitman Street; a distance of approximately 2.2 
miles. | 


Approximately 600 feet of 8 inch main was installed by the men of 
the Water Department on Stevens Court. The Board wishes to thank the 
Highway Department for its cooperation on this job. 


The spirit of cooperation existing between these two departments 
benefits all taxpayers of East Bridgewater. 


Once again the Water Department showed a profit. From January 
1976 to December 1976, the Collectors net receipts were $155,039.85, 
deducting Water Department expenses of $107,127.88; the Department 
showed a profit of $47,911.97. 


In closing, the Board wishes to extend a sincere thank you to our 
Clerk, Superintendent and the men of the Department. These are the 
people that make the Department work. Their dedication and sense 
of responsibility is recognized and appreciated by the Board.

Report of Multi-Service Health Center 
BRIDGEWATER AREA PROGRAM 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East 
Bridgewater: 


The Bridgewater Area Program of the Multi-service Health Center 
continues to deliver services to the citizens of East Bridgewater, Bridge- 
water, and West Bridgewater from our offices on Bedford Street. Our 
hours include one evening a week, Monday from 5 p.m. to 8 p.m., to 
accommodate clients who cannot come in during the week between 
9 a.m. and 5 p.m. 


Due to transfers, there has been a change in management. With the 
new management, the focus has been directed towards the community 
with emphasis on interaction with other community agencies. It is our 
intention to become more active in prevention. 
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In the Fall, a parenting education group was held. 

We have set up and are using a play therapy room. 

Beginning January, 1976, the staff at the Bridgewater Multi-service 
Center consisted of seven full-time employees, two part-time employees, 


three intern students, and one volunteer. 


As of December, 1976, our staff was five full-time employees, 
three part-time employees, and two intern students. 


We have one full-time staff person available to handle emergency 
situations Monday through Friday.

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Report of the Building Inspector 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town 
of East Bridgewater: 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1976. 
There were 139 building permits issued: 


23 for new homes 

86 for alterations, repairs and additions 
7 for commercial building 

19 for swimming pools 
4 for removal of existing buildings 


The estimated construction cost as contained on the building 
permit applications was $1,630,070.00. The fees collected and paid to 
the Town Treasurer for permits and inspections were $5,934.00. 


A total of 631 on-site inspections were conducted for con- 
struction, zoning investigation and inspection of existing buildings. I 
have attended eleven seminars conducted by representatives of the State 
Building Code Commission concerning interpretation and administration 
of Chapter 802. I have also attended Board of Health, Board of Appeals 
and Planning Board meetings to be better informed as to the various 
problems and proposed projects that effect construction in the Town. 


This was the first year that the Town has had a full time Building 
Inspector, and we have strived to improve the cross checking of 
plumbing, wiring and gas permits. A major improvement has been 
accomplished in this area by having the permits granted from one office 
instead of from three different offices, as was the practice in the past. 


The places of assembly in the Town have been inspected by the 
Fire Chief and myself. This is probably the most important area that has 
been significantly improved in the past year. Several of the older 
buildings in Town, with capacities of under 300 people, which were not 
inspected by the Department of Public Safety, have now been inspected 
with fire prevention and public safety the prime concern. The owners of 
these various buildings have been very cooperative in conforming with eg- 
ress and fire prevention standards required by the Fire Chief and myself.

Report of the Planning Board 


This year, several small subdivisions were presented to the Board 
for approval. Most were approved with conditions of construction to be 
met by the owner. A plan of the balance of lots on Kenelworth Drive 
(off Walnut Street) was revised; it is expected that construction of the 
utilities (for which a bond has been posted with the Town) will be 
completed in the Spring of 1977. One uncompleted subdivision is in 
Court concerning a dispute over the bond money; another, in Court for 
several years concerning Oakwood Terrace, was settled and dismissed. 


At the beginning of the year, Michael Johnson resigned from the 
Board and at the annual Town Meeting, Gerald Stetson was elected to 
fill the position. On April 12, 1976, John Clark Wheatley was elected 
Chairman, John Grant, Vice-Chairman, and John H. Alexander, Clerk. 
Charles Benson was elected as a representative to the Old Colony 
Planning Council and Paul Tesson was elected as an alternate. During 
the year the Board voted to approve several proposed business oper- 
ations, one being the unfinished furniture plant presently located in the 
old H.P. Hood Milk plant (opposite East Bridgewater branch of Old 
Colony Y). The Board voted to disapprove the proposed sewer pipeline 
through East Bridgewater from Whitman to Bridgewater and spoke in 
opposition to it at the hearing before the Enviromental Protection 
Agency Board.

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Report of the Board of Health 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Meetings were held regularly on the second and fourth Thursday 
of every month at 9:00 a.m. at the Nurses’ Cottage, 137 Central Street, 
with the exception of meetings falling on Holidays. 


The Board has solved many problems in town, including illegal 
dumping, garbage complaints, sewerage problems, etc. 


Periodic inspections have taken place by Mr. Victor Oliveira, 
Bacteriologist. Bathing beaches have been inspected for coliform count 
and all beaches met standards. Restaurants and schools have been in- 
spected and checked out satisfactorily. 


The Disposal Area has had to make changes in order to comply 
with state regulations. A preliminary survey study was done by Whitman 
& Howard and plans have been submitted to state for approval. The 
Disposal Area is now under the jurisdiction of the Board of Health, this 
having taken place as of October 6, 1976 and Mr. Jeff Craig is in charge. 
New hours at the Disposal Area are now Tuesday through Saturday - 
8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. Hours on Sunday are 12:00 noon until 4:00 p.m. 
Closed on Mondays. In order to keep the Disposal Area for residents of 
East Bridgewater only, a fee schedule was set up in November and 
through December 31st the sum of $2,581.00 has been tumed over to 
Town Treasurer. 


Mr. William Hennessey resigned in August as Health Inspector. 
The Board accepted his resignation with regret and the Board did 
appreciate all Mr. Hennessey had done while working for the Board of 
Health. Several applicants were interviewed for position of Health 
Inspector, and it was the decision of the Board to hire Mr. Paul Trombly 
who had been filling in for Mr. Hennessey. Mr. Trombly has been 
covering all complaints and inspections very competently. 


Plumbing permits are now being handled in the Selectmen’s office, 
under the Building Inspector. 


Through the efforts of Bob Lundberg and help from our Con- 
sultant Engineer, the Board was able to obtain a truck for use at the 
Disposal area. This is surplus equipment and cost was for moving and 
some work that had to be done on vehicle. 
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Two flu Clinics were held and the East Bridgewater Public Health 
Nursing Association assisted at these clinics. A Rabies Clinic was held in 
May with George Wood, D.V.M. as the attending Doctor. Members of 
EBPHNA also helped with this clinic as well as the two nurses, L. Gladys 
Farren and Marjorie A. Rockwell. Mr. Arthur Richardson and Mr. Earle 
C. Hoyt also helped. 


Carol McDermott was hired as Supervisor for the Home Health 
Agency. Carol started her duties as of December 1, 1976. 


The rule has been established that The Professional Engineer is 
responsible for his own septic system design. 


The Board of Health wishes to thank Mr. Robert Lundberg for all 
the assistance given, and also the cooperation from Mr. Robert Winsor, 
Fire Chief; Mr. Brewster Fuller and Mr. Phil Spath from Whitman & 
Howard, and the Conservation Commission.

Bus trips to shopping centers are well patronized. As a member of 
the Old Colony Elderly Services, Inc., some of the services offered are 
Homemaker, Transporation, Health and Chore Service, Legal Advice and 
Referral follow up. 


The “American Neighbor”, a monthly newsletter which keeps the 
Seniors informed of activities is edited by Pauline Singleton and printed 
by Walter MacWilliams. 


The Council on Aging meets the third Thrusday of the month at 
7:30 at the Drop-In Center.

Senior Citizens Health Conferences were held on the first and 
third Thursdays of each month for all townspeople over 60. There were 
41 clinics held with a total of 1333 conferences. 


There were three Pre-School Immunizations held, with a total of 
26 children. 


Rabies Clinic for Board of Health - a total of 264 dogs immunized. 


Glaucoma-Diabetes Screening Clinic held in East Bridgewater, 
sponsored by the Tri-Town Lions Clubs. 129 screened for Glaucoma with 
4 referrals, 2 with Glaucoma and 2 with other eye problems. 90 
Diabetes tests were given with 17 referrals. 


Both nurses attended 18 meetings and conferences covering many 
areas of Health Planning this year. 


A total of $11,082.64 was returned to the town this year. Our full 
fee is charged to third party payers - Blue Cross, Medicare, Medicaid, etc. 
Patients’ fees are adjusted to fit family income. 


Our Agency has been certified by H.E.W. as being qualified for 
giving care and receiving funds under Medicare since 1966. This year our 
recertification was withheld pending the appointment of a qualified 
supervisor. A qualified supervisor was hired as of December 1976, so we 
can continue to give the complete service to this town. 


We wish to thank the members of the East Bridgewater Public 
Health Nursing Association for all the cooperation and assistance during 
the year.

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Report of the Plymouth County 
Mosquito Control Project 


Since the Projects inception in 1957 (July 15, 1957, chapter 252, 
section 5A of the General Laws) the Plymouth County Mosquito Control 
has successfully served an area of 531.23 square miles and a rapidly 
expanding population of 261,832 people (current population based on 
1975 population area density.) Over the past 19 years, the Project has 
gained in technical knowledge, experience and service to the people it 
serves in combating such dreaded diseases as Eastern Equine Encephalitis, 
Swamp Fever and dog heart worm. 


In reporting the Projects activities and accomplishments for 1976, 
there was more emphasis placed on problem areas concerning Vector 
species and those creating economic distress. Source reduction as a 
deterrent to pesticide use in these areas is a possible solution for 
alleviating these problems. Source reduction remains one of the 
ecological, compatible and less expensive means of control (where 
feasible) in a program of long term mosquito contro. During 1976 the 
Project reclaimed 50,540 feet by machine and 100,070 feet by hand- 
work. 
The Projects main objective is to seek out breeding areas and 
destroy the larvae before emergence or to eliminate these areas of 
breeding where possible and feasible while maintaining concern for the 
environment. Time and money spent in backyard and area spraying of 
adult mosquitoes accomplished little toward a permanent abatement 
program. Towns are growing tremendously, and each home is a probable 
contributor to the mosquito problem in many ways. Catch basins, toys, 
open rubbish and garbage containers, birdbaths and open overflowing 
sewage facilities are just a few of the breeding sites created. Other sites 
include old tires, abandoned car bodies, drainage ditches plugged with 
leaves, and debris dumped by those who are unconcerned with our 
problem (while actually creating one for themselves.) The filling of 
trenches and waterways reclaimed by this Project is a violation of state 
statutes chapter 252, section 14C of the General Laws and subject to 
prosecution. 


Although the Project continues some area treatment for adult mos- 
quitoes (53,783 acres treated in 1976) it is time consuming and of only 
temporary relief. Each year the Project puts more effort on water 
management programs and also spends considerable time on larvicide 
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treatment (1,159 acres treated in 1976) to control the spring brood of 
mosquitoes. In more heavily populated areas, 9,140 catch basins were 
treated for culex mosquitoes. 


The Project conducted an aerial spray program which covered 
3,613 acres. This aerial application was necessary to supress a large hatch 
of sollicitan mosquitoes in several communities. 


Public relations and education are very important parts of 
mosquito control, along with the cooperation and support of many 
town, state, and federal agencies, which the Project has received. A 
cooperative effort from all can ensure adequate m@squito control and a 
healthy environment. 


The Project and its Commission wishes to thank all the town 
and city departments for their cooperation and support during the 
past year.

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Report of the Highway and Water Department 
Study Committee 


The findings of the Highway and Water Department Study Com- 
mittee, are that the East Bridgewater Highway and Water Departments 
are operating in an economical and harmonious mannergiving the East 
Bridgewater taxpayers the most value for their tax dollar and should 
operate, at this time, in the same existing set up. 


We have come to this conclusion after our weekly meetings from 
May through December, with the exception of bi-weekly meetings in 
August. During this time we met with Highway Surveyor, Water Com- 
missioners, Water Superintendent, a member of the Finance Committee, 
Town Auditor, and a past member of the past Charter Commission. We 
have also met on the State level with Senator Robert McCarthy, had 
correspondence with Attorney General Bellotti. On the Federal level, 
we have had correspondence with Congresswoman Margaret Heckler. 


Through our general meetings, we established and sent out a 
questionnaire to thirty five towns, comparable in size and population 
to East Bridgewater, within the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. This 
survey showed that two-thirds of these towns do not have combined 
departments. The remaining towns have Departments of Public Works 
and 1/3 of these remaining towns do not interchange equipment or 
personnel. It also showed that East Bridgewater operating separate 
Highway and Water Departments have less equipment, personnel, and 
a lower budget. If we combine departments headed by an engineer, 
qualified for the job, his salary would range approximately $25,000 
according to our inquiries. In the past six years, average spending costs 
have been $11,000 for complete town engineering costs. 


We found that the personnel structure of these departments have 
not increased in sixteen years even though the required town services 
have made more demands on both departments. 


The cost of these demands have been held down through the joint 
efforts of both departments. For example, Stevens Court -- a savings of | 
$4,000 was due to inter-department cooperation by not contracting out 
this job. This was accomplished without paying the extra cost of a new 
combined department head. 


Also it showed that the direct accountablility to the taxpayer 
by the Highway and Water Departments would be endangered by the 
possibility of an appointed head. 
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We strongly recommend at this time that the departments remain 
separate and that a definite long range spending plan should be set up by 
the departments and backed by the Finance Committee to be presented 
to the floor at the Town Meeting suitable for the taxpayers needs and 
budget.

The end of the year 1976 brought with it the completion of cele- 
brations for the two hundredth anniversary of our nation. The East 
Bridgewater Bicentennial Commission has been proud to represent the 
Town during this salute to our country. 

Over five hundred people celebrated the Bicentennial by attending 
a colonial ball at the Canoe Club in West Bridgewater on April 23rd. The 
Ball Committee, all in Colonial gowns and carrying red, white and blue 
nosegays, greeted the guests. Mrs. August Dube, Jr. and Mrs. Charles 
Repeta were co-chairwomen. A buffet supper was served, followed by 
dancing to a ten piece orchestra. 

The Grand March, of ladies and gentlemen in colonial attire, af- 
forded a panel of judges the opportunity to select the winners for several 
categories of costumes. State Senator Robert E. McCarthy was assisted in 
judging the costumes by members of other area Bicentennial Commissions. 
Over one hundred people joined in an impromptu Virginia reel and mod- 
ern line dances - young and old, mingling together for a night to remem- 
ber. . 

A poster contest was held prior to the ball. Prizes were awarded 
to the top three among forty entrants. Winners for best posters were: 
Hubbard Jordan, Tracey Repeta, and Chris Cannon from the Middle 
School.. 

April 25 was the date on which the Bicentennial quilt was ex- 
hibited to the public for the first time, at the East Bridgewater Public 
Library. The quilt is the creation of Mrs. Robert McGrail, who envisioned 
it as an appropriate way by which to capture local history. Forty-two 
women contributed their craftsmanship, each by making a square for the 
quilt. The Bicentennial Commission prepared and published a brochure 
describing the squares of the quilt, based on information submitted by 
the creator of each square. On Oct. 16 the quilt was exhibited, with 
seventy-four other quilts from surrounding communities, at the Carver 
Public Library. 

A luncheon was held on May 23rd, by the Bicentennial Commis- 
sion, for over three hundred members and guests of various Minutemen 
Companies from throughout the Commonwealth, who were participating 
in “Catch the Spirit of “76”. The program was designed as a two day 
event, by the Old Bridgewater Minutemen Company, and held in each of 
the communities which, together, comprised the original town of 
Bridgewater. The luncheon was served under the direction of Mrs. Florence 
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Tarantino. Members of the Key Club, from the High School, donated their 
time to help make the luncheon a success. 

A cherry tree was donated to the Town, in May, through the gener- 
osity of Mr. Albert F. Richards, proprietor of the Beaver Nursery. At the 
request of the Board of Selectmen, the Bicentennial Commission made ar- 
rangements for an appropriate tree planting ceremony. Mr. David R. 
Condron principal of the Central School, and his staff planned an obser- 
vance held at the Central School on May 26th, at which time the tree was 
planted on the school grounds. At the conclusion of the program, the Bi- 
centennial Commission was presented a booklet to commemorate the e- 
vent, including the program, Mr. Condron’s remarks to the children and 
poems by grade three pupils: John Fitzgerald, Courtney McDonnell, 
Rebecca Roberts, and Susan Sullivan, indicating their reaction to the cele- 
bration of two hundred years of American history. 

Following a suggestion by the Bicentennial Commission, a bi- 
centennial coloring book, “The History of East Bridgewater in Pictures’, 
was created and published by the pupils from East Bridgewater High 
School. The Book was distributed to pupils in the second grade, before the 
close of school in June. Miss Judith Riordan and Mr. Richard McCusker 
acted in the capacity of faculty advisors to the pupils who were responsi- 
ble for the publication. Participating pupils were: Kimberly Pratt, editor; 
Russell Fuller, Anna Hagerlund, Cheryl Perkins, editorial staff; Jacqui 
Converse, cover design and title pages; Cheryl Fuller, typist; Jeanne 
DeVeau, Nanette Haskins, Tim Jacobson, Caroline McCarthy, Barry 
Nixon, Lorraine Oicles, Debbie Pray, Cheryl Sawyer, Elen Wight, Donald 
Williams, art staff; Paul David, Diana Horan, Kim Martin, Gail Moquin, | 
Nancy Porter, production staff. 

Copies of the coloring book have been sent to both the state and 
national archives and acknowledgment received. 

Phase two of the restoration work at the Rogers and Sheldon Mill 
site was begun in the fall, thanks to the continued support of the Town, 
through the appropriation of $5,000 at the Annual Town Meeting. 

It was possible to open a large area that bounds West Union Street, 
on the north, and the Matfield River, on the west. The work completed 
during phase two included the following: extensive selective clearing of 
brush and trees; the elimination of poison ivy; laying out a section of the 
Heritage Trail; developing three picnic groves; restoring the stone walls of 
the large, early nail making building; restoring stone retaining walls; re- 
storing the West Union Street embankment, erecting a heavy log railing 
along the top of the stone wall of the early mill buildings; restoring stone- 
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work around an old well and placing a large millstone upon it for seating 
purposes; finding and setting a large boulder in place at the parking lot, to’ 
be used for an inscription pertaining to the site and its history. In addition 
to the restoration work, three picnic tables and benches have been provi- 
ded. 

Special thanks is due Gus Dube and the Tree Department, and 
Richard Sheehan and the Highway Department, who have been most co- 
operative in helping Mr. Roland Wells Robbins to accomplish the work. 

It is planned to add six iron benches and to provide an appropriate 
marker for the mill site in the spring. At this time, a date will be set when 
members of the Bicentennial Commission will be available, at the mill site, 
to discuss the work accomplished, the former location of various buildings 
and milling operations, as well as plans for future development. 

The Bicentennial Commission wishes to thank the townspeople 
for their support during the last two years on making our programs a 
success. Also, the Commission would like to thank the Board of Selectmen 
and the Police Department for their continued assistance during the Bi- 
centennial celebrations.

Report of the Civil Defense Director 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 
I hereby submit my report for the year 1976. 


Since my appointment in July, I have had time to analyze the 
programs, priorities, and capabilities of our Civil Defense in general. 


The need for Civil Defense must be determined, by what it can do 
for the Town, in an emergency rather than a disaster. 


It is logical to assume, that if Civil Defense has not added an ex- 
tension of capability, during the normal day to day emergencies. Then, 
it would not be able to add a significant contribution during a disaster. 


With these guidelines. I have set in motion the following programs 
to accomplish these objectives. 


1. To make the Police Department an emergency operating center. 
Capable of communiting on all Town channels with any depart- 
ment. 
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2. Providing the Police Department with the capability of on 
access, which is a state wide network. 


3. To provide the Fire Department with the capability of com- 
municating on the Town Channel. This gives both Police and 
Fire the ability to communicate with all town departments. 

4. Assisting the school department, so they may have access to 
the town channel. 

5. Adding to the town ambulance, the area Emergency Medical 
Service Channel. 

6. Moving the operations center for Civil Defense to the Police 
Department. 


This will improve co-operation and capability during day to day 


emergencies while reducing duplication of efforts. 


During a disaster, this would be an indispensable tool. Operating 


personnel will already be familiar with its operation and capabilities. 


We have plans for the coming year of sponsoring or co-sponsoring 


programs such as I-dentiguard programs, home safety tips, and to invite 
guest speakers in to speak on subjects that would be of benefit to the 
community. 


I would like to thank the Police and Fire Departments and the 


Selectman for their support and co-operation.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission submits its report for the year 1976 
to the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater. 


The Commission decided it was necessary to have two meetings a 
month in order to perform its obligations. It is clear that a permanent 
office location with secretarial help will be required. For the time being, 
we are now meeting the first and third Tuesday of the month at the 
Nurses Cottage. In addition to our regular monthly meetings, special 
meetings and tours of inspection were held to investigate numerous 
Wetland violations, and in most cases satisfactory conclusions were 
reached. 


The Commission attended the meeting of the Old Colony Water 
Pollution Control District regarding the sewer interceptor lines coming 
through East Bridgewater, and voiced strenuous objections to the pro- 
posed route as being too near our water resource areas. We endorse the 
postion of the East Bridgewater Water Department and will do all that is 
legally necessary to prevent the lines from coming along the route 
proposed by the Old Colony Water Pollution Control District. 


The Chairperson and Building Inspector met with Judith D. 
Hollaway, United States Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, and engineers from Sverdrup & Parcel and Associates, Inc., to 
discuss the areas of the community which will be included in the Flood 
Insurance Study so that accurate time and cost estimates may be pre- 
pared by the contractor. The study will provide technical data on which 
to base local Flood Insurance Program requirements. 


After extended negotiations with the State Public Works Depart- 
ment in Middleboro, the Thatcher Street Road Construction was resolved 
and has gone to bid. A public hearing was held, and order of conditions 
issued to Nunzio DeFlavis on lots on Thatcher Street. 


In continuing to follow our Phase II program of “Open Space for 
Conservation and Recreation Use”, we purchased approximately seven 
acres of land off Plymouth Street, adjacent to Conservation owned land 
along the Satucket River. We also purchased approximately thirty-seven 
acres of land off Church Street. This action is extremely important to the 
town because of the tremendous possibility for recreation and open 
space. The above purchases were made possible by virtue of the fact that 
funds were available for immediate action. We also received gifts of land 
from Jack Stengel and the town at the annual town meeting. In the 
coming year, we will be working with technical advisors as to the best 
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possible use of conservation land for the people of East Bridgewater. 


The Commission was concerned about the loss of farm lands in 
Massachusetts and arranged an informative program at the Middle 
School regarding this problem. Frederick Winthrop, Commissioner of 
Food and Agriculture for the Commonwealth was the featured speaker. 


Booklets were received from the Plymouth County Development 
Council on the Wampanoag Canoe Passage. Due to a misrepresentation of 
the Matfield River section as not being polluted, we refused to distribute 
the booklets until the Council agreed to necessary changes. Corrected 
copies are available from the Commission. 


Paul McElroy, a high school student, was sponsored by the 
Commission to attend a week long 4H workshop in Ashland on conser- 
vation and related subjects. Trail maps were updated and are available 
to interested people. The Chairperson and Secretary attended the Fall 
Meeting of the Massachusetts Association Conservation Commissions 
in Lexington. 


We are greatly encouraged by the continued support of the 
Selectmen, Town Agencies, and people of East Bridgewater, in our 
effort to carry out our responsibilities.

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Report of the Committee to Study Multiple Dwellings 


Multi-family units have been of great concern to the citizens of East 
Bridgewater. People have turned out in record number to voice their 
pros and cons at planning board hearings and Town Meetings. Because 
of this concern this committee was appointed to make recommendations 
to the town by studying all the facts. The Committee for Multiple- 
Dwellings has been on a fact finding mission since July, 1975. We have 
studied and reviewed the by-laws of Abington, Easton, Bridgewater, 
Hanson, Randolph, Stoughton, and East Bridgewater. It is our under- 
standing, East Bridgewater wishes to control its own growth. 


With this in mind let us advise you of two (2) Massachusetts 
Chapters passed which may effect our Town; some of you are aware of 
these chapters others are not. These Chapters are 774 (passed 1969) and 
808 (passed 1976). It was not our intent to study these chapters, but 
rather to pull out the meat of these two chapters so that the people 
would be aware of our responsibility as a town within the Common- 
wealth. 


CHAPTER 774 

In 1969 Legislation passed an act called Chapter 774. This act 
provides for the construction of low and moderate income housing 
in cities and towns where local restriction hampers such construction. 
These requirements are to be consistant with local need if reasonable in 
view of regional need. (This prevents snob zoning.) 


Under Chapter 774, it was explained that 14% of the total land 
area or 10% of the available housing units should be used for low income 
housing if appliation to build such is made by a: 

1. Non-profit organization 
2. Limited Dividend organization 
3. The Local Housing Authority 


Petitions may be made directly to the Board of Appeals bypassing 
the local planning board and zoning ordinances if such housing is 
considered to be consistent with local needs. 934 units are now under 
construction in Massachusetts and 4,000 are in the planning stages. There 
are presently 49 appeals at the State level that have not yet been granted 
and eight withdrew. It was approximated that 300 acres would be 14% 
of the land area of East Bridgewater that would be required to be set 
aside under this chapter for low and moderate income housing. Housing 
for the Elderly does qualify under this chapter. 
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CHAPTER 808 

On January 1, 1976 legislation passed Chapter 808 which became 
law and is to be accepted by all cities and towns within the Common- 
wealth. This is the new zoning enabling act which replaces the old 40A. 
This law returns home rule to the cities and towns in a uniform manner 
and allows each town to plan its own growth. Under this chapter, a 
special permit granting authority will be set up to issue all special permits 
(i.e. non conforming usage). It is the recommendation of this committee 
that all special permits issued in the Town of East Bridgewater should be 
issued through the Planning Board; (special permit granting authority in 
accordance with Chapter 808.) 


According to the 1975 Census figures, the Town of East Bridge- 
water has 2,240 single family units and 56+ multi-family units. Ap- 
proximately one-fourth of the total single family units. 


In keeping with the character of the town as a whole, and all our 
needs in mind, we the Committee for Multi-family units would like to 
present a proposed revision to the current by-laws of the Town of East 
Bridgewater, as follows: 


PROPOSAL 


Apartments: 
Multi-family units shall be allowed in an RA, RB, B District with a 
special permit issued by the Planning Board. 


Lot Area: 

100,000 square feet minimum lot size shall be required for the first eight 
unit building. 12,500 square feet minimum lot area shall be required for 
each additional unit over the first eight units. Exclusive of Floor Plan. 


Frontage: 
300 foot frontage for each multi-family dwelling (s) of up to eight 
units. 40 feet additional for each unit over eight units. 


Setback: 
Minimum requirement of 100 feet per building. 


Backlot: 
Minimum requirement of 100 feet per building. 


Sidelot: 
Minimum requirement of 100 feet per building. 
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Parking: 

Parking shall be limited to the rear of each building(s) and 2% parking 
spaces shall be allowed per unit. A six foot fence or shrubs shall enclose 
all sides of the parking area exposed to abutters. 


Living Requirement: 

Each apartment unit within a building shall contain not less than 400 
square feet exclusive of stairways or entrance ways used in common 
with other apartment units. 


Converted Existing Structures: 

Three units per building on all structures in an RB and B District. Con- 
version of an existing structure in an RA District shall not exceed a two 
family unit. 


Height: 

In conforming with Chapter 808, there is no limitation on the height of 
a building. We suggest that the Town of East Bridgewater issue all 
permits that are in keeping with the character of the town and the 
neighborhood.

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Library Report 


The Board of Library Trustees respectfully submits through 
the Librarian its ninety second annual report. 

It is a fact, in East Bridgewater as elsewhere, the old stereo- 
type library is no longer with us. Libraries are no longer strict guardians 
of the written word and a storehouse of wisdom. This retiring role has 
been exchanged for an outreaching one as an active community resource. 
Today’s library provides information, whether it is in the form of a novel, 
a financial report, procedures for running a town meeting, or how to build 
your own home or endless other forms. The library’s business is to supply 
information as quickly and completely as possible. A modern library 
should be a relaxing place of re-creation and a place where the library user 
can find out how best to function as an informed, concerned person. This 
primary purpose of today’s library makes it a perfect partner in a demo- 
cratic society. For government to work well and for democracy to exist, 
people must have free access to information. The library’s collection repre- 
sents many sources, viewpoints and philosophies to aid individuals to form 
their own opinions. The ultimate aim of all public library activity is service 
to the people. Through library programs and use, the library staff meets 
the user, helps him locate resources, furnishes material and aids him in its 
use. All library holdings are maintained for such service. Cataloging activi- 
ties are performed to facilitate it and the building and equipment provide 
the physical means for it. The community’s investment in its library is a 
benchmark of its hopes for the future. 

The statistics at the end of this report should be studied to 
note the amount of library services utilized by the town. Notice increases 
in patron registration and in circulation. Of special interest are the number 
of community centers borrowing deposits. In this respect the library is 
indebted to Mr. James Mather, president of the resident’s association at 
Riddell Road who performs courier duties for both book and films to that 
location. When reading the number of books and magazines added, be 
aware that the average price* for a book of non-fiction in all categories 
has risen from $14.09 in 1974 to $21.61 in 1976, and that fiction averages 
$9.14 a volume in 1976. Magazines in the general categories average 
$14.36 a subscription while specialized journals have doubled their cost in 
the last two years. The inter-library loan figures will show better than 
twenty books a month secured for our patrons from libraries all over 
Massachusetts and the number of out of town residents represents our 
active role in the state’s reciprocal borrowing program. The Eastern 
Massachusetts Regional Library System provides books, records, and films 
via this Bookmobile. We have also received traveling exhibits from this 
source which are especially appreciated by smaller libraries lacking graphic 
arts departments. Books added under the Elementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Act Title I] and IV Part B record the town’s participation in the 
federal program which is designated for school library collections. 

In the spring the library received a grant through the Bu- 
reau of Library Extension from the Library Service and Construction Act.

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The expenditure report for this grant is part of the statistical report. David 
Phillips, Cynthia Smalley and Judith Condon were valued summer staff 
members whose salaries were paid with this money. A film program for ten 
weeks was shown at the community house at Riddell Road and at the 
main library. The program at Riddell Road was very successful; that at the 
main library was not. New books and records for use on the children’s 
summer bookmobile sponsored by the local library, audio-visual hardware 
and an electric typewriter were other purchases made possible by this 
rant. 

: The many exhibits which are provided largely by our artis- 
tic and skilled patrons are the magnet by which we attract readers to view 
books in related fields. During the past year R. Alan Willis displayed 
marine paintings, Sarah Eldredge did her second multi-media art show for 
us, Randy Julius hung his own show of photographs and paintings and at 
the Christmas Open House for the first time the library displayed its 
latest gifts, the Dorothy Bailey Fan Collection presented by Mr. Philip 
Bailey in memory of his wife. 

An interesting community project accomplished using the 
library as a focal point was the making of the quilt named “Pride of East 
Bridgewater”. In forty-two quilt squares the history past and present of 
East Bridgewater was pictured. The materials in the historical collection 
were heavily used to authenticate the drawings. National Library Week was 
the date of a tea and open house when the quilt was first shown to an 
audience of over 400 viewers. The success of the project was due to the 
enthusiasm and skill of Mrs. Robert McGrail who initiated the program. 
At this time the gift of a large oil painting of Robert Orr painted by Bass 
Otis and given by Grace Harris Carey, his great granddaughter, was hung 
in the Herrick Room. A significant display of books on the Bi-Centennial 
was available at this time. 

Another specialized accomplishment was the completed 
restoration of the Chinese lantern hanging in the reading room. Ten years 
ago students at the Museum of Fine Arts had researched the lantern and 
painted two panels to replace long missing ones but no woodcarver could 
or would attempt to duplicate the frames. We are most grateful to Mr. 
Robert Mulloy of this town who has carved them and installed them most 
expertly. 

The efforts of the trustees to secure financing for an ad- 
dition to the present library building continued. Avenues investigated 
were bond issues and borrowing from the Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture. At this point the Congress passed and funded the Local Public Works 
Employment Act of 1976. The regulations of a loan under this act re- 
quired going to construction within 90 days of receiving a grant. Since the 
trustees had already secured town support in the form of approval to 
purchase land for this purpose and had spent State Aid money and some 
trust fund money for preliminary plans and a brochure which was sub- 
sequently mailed to all postal patrons in East Bridgewater, it was decided 
to ask the town meeting members to transfer from available funds 
$35,000.00 to purchase full construction plans. The presentation of the 
article stressed that this would in no way guarantee a grant but that with- 
out it there would be little possibility of getting one. The vote to transfer 
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was unanimous. The Selectmen’s Office, the Treasurer’s Office, the Town 
Counsel, the Historical Association, the Conservation Commission, the 
Board of Health and very especially Mr. Robert Lundberg cooperated 
fully in expediting the filing of the application. The 375 respondents to 
a questionnaire mailed to postal patrons were very helpful in developing 
the thinking on the project. Regretfully we record that East Bridgewater, 
as was the case of all towns and cities within the Old Colony Regional 
Office area, did not receive a grant. At this time it is expected that the 
project will be resubmitted when the second draft of the act is confirmed 
probably early in 1977. 


The children of our community are indeed fortunate that they have 
access to balanced school and public library collections and programs. The 
cooperation between school librarians and public librarians assure an un- 
usually large volume of books and related media available at either source 
for the individual user. On going programs for pre-school children at the 
public library develop naturally into the more structured school program. 
The annual visits to the public library of all children in grade 2 organized 
by Mrs. Leland, Children’s Librarian, strengthens and renews this assoc- 
iation. : 


Throughout the year staff members have been involved in taking 
courses in library science at Bridgewater State College, attending pro- 
fessional meetings of the Eastern Massachusetts Children’s Book Review 
Committee, Young Adult Book Review Committee, the sub-regional 
library meetings at Taunton, the Greater Boston Administrators Meetings, 
and the Masschusetts Library Association Annual Meetings. The School 
Library Coordinator also served on the committee for library service of 
the high school accredidation. We are indeed fortunate to have few 
changes in staff. Mrs. Barbara Anzuoni is substituting at the high school 
library for Mrs. Terry Katz who is on a maternity leave of absence. Mrs. 
Judith Milton has become a regular part-time staff member replacing 
Eileen Keohane who is now attending Southeastern Massachusetts 
University. 


The Board of Trustees has had many decisions to make this year 
in maintaining service to the town at the present level. All members have 
been most faithful in attendance. Mrs. Louise Archer chose not to run for 
re-election. Mrs. Archer served for twenty-two years with distinction and 
devotion and the Board accepted her decision with regret. Mrs. Esther 
Robbins was elected at the annual election. She brings to the Board long 
experience in education and enthusiasm for books and people. All 
members of the Board are members of the Massachusetts Library Trustees 
Association. 
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The priority needs of the library which must be funded through the 
budget so the library can expand its services and fulfill its obligations to 
the community are the necessity to: 


1. Purchase sufficient books and related materials to maintain the 
collection and expand it in those areas of certifiable need. 

2. To maintain the present building, considering safety, preservation, 
improvement, and comfort. 

3. To consider request for expanded hours, and services which 
require more staff hours and related operating costs. 

4. To uphold morale of the staff by increasing salaries in a manner 
consistent with town policy and approved by the voters. 


We have made progress during the past year. The gains could not 
have been achieved without the help of a wise Board of Trustees, a ded- 
icated Staff, the generous support of all town departments and units of 
government with their especial kinds of expertise, and the continuing 
patronage of our friends and fellow townspeople.

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Report of the 
Old Colony Planning Council 


To the residents of East Bridgewater: 

As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council we 
are pleased to submit this report of the activities of the Council for 1976. 

During the year the Old Colony Planning Councli participated in 
the Massachusetts Growth Policy Development process along with the 
other member communities of the Council in accordance with Chapter 
807 of the Acts of 1975. The value of the Growth Policy Development 
process cannot be over stated for it enabled OCPC to determine within 
a relatively brief period of time what issues and concerns were of primary 
importance to the region and also to learn how the area residents wanted 
their communities to develop. In reviewing the local growth policy state- 
ments OCPC was able to gain a comprehensive and accurate assessment 
of the growth and development problems and opportunities currently 
facing the region. This information will be of great value to the Council 
in providing service and assistance to the member communities now and 
in the future. 

The Growth Development process was also beneficial to the area’s 
communities by providing them with the opportunity to present a clear 
statement of local policy to regional and state officials on future growth 
and development. The result of this effort should be helpful in guiding 
state policy and programs in the near future. 

The Council was also able to note substantial progress in its Water 
Quality Management Planning Program activities during 1976. Among 
the benefits of the program thus far has been the availability to member 
communities of a wealth of data and information on water pollution 
such as industrial discharges and so called “non-point sources”. Non- 
point sources include sedimentation and stromwater runoff of pesticides 
and fertilizers from agricultural areas, urban runoff, erosion from con- 
struction areas, and leachates from septic tanks. Through the identifica- 
tion of water quality problems , local officials have been able to begin 
taking corrective action and precautionary measures. 

A highlight of the “208” program this year was the sponsorship 
of an Alternatives to Sewers Conference held in early December. Public 
officials and interested citizens from all over New England congregated 
for the two day conference to discuss the adequacy of on-site sewage 
disposal, the effects of public sewerage and new technology in sewage 
disposal. 

The Transportation Planning Program of the Council in 1976 was 
involved with the identification of fringe area parking facilities to be used 
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by commuters traveling to work; the preparation of bikeway proposals for 
many of the area communities; transit planning assistance to the Brockton 
Area Transit Authority and to other member communities concerning 
public transit issues; and, initiation of the Route 3 Corridor Study. Ad- 
ditionally, substantial work was accomplished on developing socio-eco- 
nomic data and information to be used in projecting traffic volumes on 
existing and proposed highways in the region. 

The Council also prepared reports in several areas of important 
concern including housing; water supply;. subdivision regulations; land 
and water quality issues; Transportation Improvement Program; and, Over- 
all Economic Development Program. 

Technical assistance was extended to each member community of 
the Council on a variety of federal grant programs. Several OCPC commu- 
nities were awarded federal grant funds under the Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant program for projects including: Abington; Bridgewater; 
Brockton; West Bridgewater; and, Whitman. 

In 1976 Council President John J. DeMarco was re-elected to the 
National Association of Regional Council’s Board of Directors to represent 
Region I, the New England states area and the Council’s Executive Direc- 
tor, Daniel M. Crane, was elected to the NARC Staff Directors Advisory 
Committee for 1976-1977. Four delegates of the Council served on NARC 
policy committees during the year. Mr. Paul Adams, Brockton Alternate, 
served on the Environmental and Natural Resources Committee; Mr. 
Richard Chase, Council Treasurer from Easton, served on the Metropolitan 
Development Committee, and, Mr. Gerard Dempsey, Pembroke Delegate, 
served on the Human Resources Committee. 

During 1976 the Council increased its membership to twelve com- 
munities with the addition of the town of Plymouth. Plymouth, with a 
1975 population of 26,970, also has the largest land area of any town in 
the Commonwealth and is one of the fastest growing communities in the 
State. 

The activities of the Council in 1976 have shown that it is import- 
ant, if not essential, to consider an areawide approach to solving certain 
problems that are beyond the means of one community alone to deal with 
effectively. The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous cooperation 
and assistance received from the many government agencies, public and 
private institutions and individuals.

an increase of $200,000 over the previous year. Interest rates remained 
relatively low with the total cost coming to $3,897.44. This cost included 
interest paid for Bond Revenue Anticipation Notes. This was to pay for 
the Plymouth Street Water Project. Bonds for this project are to be issued

Again, twelve banks participated in bidding for our notes. In March, 
the successful bidders were: $300,000 at 2.10 by the Century Bank and 
Trust Company, $200,000 at 2.15 by the U.S. Trust Company. In July, 
the successful bidders were: $200,000 at 1.75 by the Century Bank and 
Trust Company; $200,000 by the Plymouth Home National Bank, and 
$100,000 at 2.33 by the Lincoln Trust Company. The successful 
bidder on our Bond Anticipation Note was the New England Merchants 
National Bank $150,000 at 2.70 and $50,000 at 2.25. 


$16,281.91 was received from Tax Title redemptions and Tax Title 
sale held in March.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 
FISCAL YEAR 1976-1977 


To the Voters of East Bridgewater: 


Our Town was revaluated in 1969 - 1970 to full cash value assess- 
ments; however, as a result of several important decisions, the Board of 
Assessors were requested to submit a new plan for revaluation. 


On December 24, 1974, the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
handed down the now famous “Sudbury Decision.” One of the most 
important aspects of this case was the establishment of the State Tax Com- 
mission with the authority to: 

“command and not merely to advise or educate.” 
It also declared that “ it is the legal duty of the assessors to obey their 
lawful commands.” 


The Commissioner of the Department of Corporations and Taxation 
notified all cities and towns in January, 1975, that: 


“Each Board of Assessors is requested to submit to this office, on or 
before April 1, 1975, its plan for bringing property assesssments in its 
municipality to full cash value and affecting uniformity of assessments 
among all property within each class and among all classes.” 


Your local Board of Assessors has developed and submitted a plan to hire 
an outside appraisal firm to bring property assessments in East Bridgewater 
to full cash value. Due to the diligence and farsightedness of the board 
during the last revaluation, the cost of our proposed update will be very 
modest compared to that of surrounding Towns. 


An article has been prepared so the voters can approve our plan of 
action. If approved, we would expect to get a contract by late Spring and 
have the revaluation complete by January 1, 1979. Tax bills based on the 
new assessments would be mailed in the Fall of 1979. 


This year for the first time, the Registry of Motor Vehicles provided 
the Board of Assessors with a complete list of snowmobiles and boats 
registered in East Bridgewater. This enabled us to assess this area of 
personal property on a uniform basis. 


On January 1, 1977, your board instituted the practice of notifying 
every taxpayer of any change of assessment on his Real Estate or Personal 
Property by letter. This will give every taxpayer the opportunity to secure 
additional information prior to receiving his tax bill. 
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There still seems to be some confusion relative to valuation date 
used in computing the tax bills. | 


January | of each year is the date for determining the assessment of 
all Real Estate and Personal Property. 


The billing of taxes, for the fiscal year, runs July Ist of that year 
through June 30th of the next calendar year. 


During 1976, a real estate abatement was given to East Bridgewater 

Associates for buildings based on Massachusetts Law, Chapter 500, Acts 
of 1975. 
This law states: “ A resource recovery facility privately owned or operated 
will pay to the municipality where located a tax of $1.00 per ton of solid 
waste processed at the facility. Such tax is in lieu of all other taxes, fees, 
charges, or assessments, except real estate taxes solely on the land on 
which the facility is located. ’’ For the calendar year ending December 
31st, this facility paid $91,439.00 in fees in lieu of real estate taxes based 
on assessed valuation.

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Report of the Southeastern Regional 
School District Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


As of October 1, 1976, East Bridgewater had 72 students enrolled 
in the Southeastern Regional Vocational School. To those who are 
acquainted with vocational education, it means that these 72 students 
are being prepared to enter, upon graduation, some trade or profession. 


Our new addition opened in the Fall of 1976 and this meant that 
the school could accept more students, many of whom were interested 
in the new courses being offered - Diesel Mechanics, Masonry, Cos- 
metology, Distributive Education, Air Conditioning & Refrigeration, 
Small Engine Repair, Electrical Appliance Repair and Specialized 
Automotive. 


The School Committee is looking forward to Spring 1977 when an 
Open House will be held. This provides you with an opportunity to visit 
and inspect the new school facilities. You will be amazed at the ac- 
complishments of our young people. So watch for the date! (It is 
January 1977 as I write this report and no Open House date has been set 
at this time.) 


A policy adopted by the School Committee provides opportunity 
for students in the building trades to gain valuable experiences in 
constructing buildings on the school property. In some of the buildings 
the students have also built the needed equipment, i.e., desks, racks, 
tables, benches, shelves, storage closets, etc. 


Buildings constructed to date are: Plumbing Shop and adjoining 
classroom; 3 Storage Buildings (2 have two stories) which permits the 
purchasing and storing of supplies in large quantities; Field House for 
school and visiting athletic teams; 2-bay Bus Garage for the repairing and 
maintenance of our fleet of 27 buses; Small Storage for Machine Shop 
metal; Small Storage for Metal Fabrication Shop metal. 


Under construction is a building to be used to construct prefab- 
ricated buildings. 


An outstanding accomplishment by students in the Metal Fabric- 
ation shop was the planning, construction and erecting of a two-story 
high metal silo to hold sawdust from the Carpentry and Cabinetmaking 
shops. 
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These buildings and sawdust silo have been constructed over a 
period of years, so do not think that this work was accomplished in one 


year. But it is important for you to know what training our students are 
receiving.

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Report of the School Committee 


As I write this for the annual Town Report, I find there is an in- 
herent problem. We are in the middle of the school year and even if this 
were not so, there never does seem to be a time when all things come to 
a conclusion. Obviously the School Department is aconcern of con- 
tinual dynamics, wherein most things are in some stage of progress. I 
must therefore report on our current position on many continua relative 
to what we’ve done and to what we intend to do. 


At the organizational meeting of the School Committee in April, 
1976, Dr. George D. Leavitt, HII, was elected Chairman, Mr. John T. 
Manchester, Vice-Chairman, and Mr. William L. Copeland, Jr., Secretary. 
The annual election placed Mr. John Leonard on the committee in the 
seat vacated by the retirement of Mr. Carl W. “Pete” Eastman, after nine 
years of service. The annual election also saw the reelection of Mr. 
Patrick Lynch to his second term and the election of Mr. John T. 
Manchester to an unexpired term to which he had previously been 
appointed. The Committee found the new insights of Mr. Leonard most 
welcome, as was the stability brought to the Committee by the con- 
tinuance of the five other members. As Chairman I can also appreciate 
the good results achieved by the foresight of previous committees 
particularly with the contributions and Chairmanship of Mr. Eastman 
during his nine years of service. 


The Annual Town Meeting of April, 1976, passed a School 
Department budget of $3,680,142. which represented an 8.9% increase 
over the previous year. As of mid January 1977, we seem to be within 
projections overall, but with a few areas of concern such as heat and 
utilities, and special education. Appropriations for heat and utilities 
will of course have to be adjusted in the budget for fiscal 1978. The 
special education reimbursement has become a source of concern as a 
result of an audit which used regulations quite different from the 
guidelines suggested at the time of reporting two years previous. There is 
a serious discrepancy between educational philosophy and accounting 
inducements, the resolution of which the administration will pursue 
with the commmittee’s solid approval. This apparently will have 
no affect on previous special education reimbursements but future 
payments may be affected. We have great faith in our current 
philosophy of special education in its total compliance with the 
intent of the law. We also feel that our current accounting procedures 
reflect this philosophy and we shall continue to back the administration 
as it pursues its opinion to the State Department. 
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Most of the Spring meetings were spent in the process of annual 
reappointments of personnel. The committee has become more deeply 
involved in this area during the last year and has requested that the 
administrators be quite detailed in their recommendations. This becomes 
a rather time consuming process for both the administrators and the 
committee but the importance of the retention of excellent personnel 
is obvious. 


At the end of the 1975-76 school year the committee set its prior- 
ities for the ensuing year. They were selected for special review in con- 
sideration of possible policy and program changes and are as follows: 

1. Student discipline and control at the High School 

2. Course and credit requirements for High School graduation 

3. Scheduling, sequencing and effectiveness of the quarter-course 

system at the High School 

4. Development of alternative educational plans for High School 

students 

5. Organization and effectiveness of High School guidance and 

counseling services 

6. Organization and effectiveness of High School Administrative 

services 


Action on these priorities has resulted in more effective discipline 
and student control at the High School, implementation of new stan- 
dards for High School promotions and graduation, and a restructuring 
of the Guidance Department, all of which are involved in the effec- 
tiveness of the High School administrative services. The quarter course 
system and alternative educational plans will be reviewed before the end 
of the year. 


One of the pleasant aspects of committee work is the interaction 
between various town committees. I wish to thank especially the Board 
of Selectmen and the Finance Committee for keeping the lines of com- 
munication open and for their cooperation in many matters. I should 
also like to make known the committee’s great appreciation for the 
expert advice received from the Educational Advisory Council. 
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Throughout my years on the School Committee I have become 
very familiar with our school system and have also become acquainted 
with many others. It is with a great deal of assurance and pride that I can 
report to the people of East Bridgewater that the system is in the hands 
of a superior administration, an excellent faculty, a capable staff and an 
exceptional student body.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Chairman of the East Bridgewater School Committee and 
Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


I am proud to submit my second annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. Our “Bicentennial” year was a year of significant achieve- 
ment and continued progress in our constant effort to provide high 
quality educational programs for the 2600 students served by the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools. As the demands of the school super- 
intendency require the allocation of more and more time to political, 
financial and legal activities, the Superintendent must delegate more 
authority for the day to day operations of our schools to the building 
principals, program directors and their staff. In this regard, I am ex- 
tremely fortunate to have such an excellent administrative team and 
dedicated staff. Quality educational programs and services have been 
developed through a cooperative effort by the School Committee, ad- 
ministration, staff and citizens of the Town. One of the major factors in 
the growth and development of East Bridgewater’s educational program- 
ming has been the high degree of cooperation and communication be- 
tween the citizens of the Town and school personnel. The School Com- 
mittee should be recognized for consistently encouraging this process. 


The reports of the building principals and department heads con- 
tained in my report reflect a very sincere concern for the welfare of our 
students and a positive sense of commitment. The major objective 
for 1976 was to increase the coordination of programs and services in 
K-12. Much progress was made in this direction. 


Some of the more significant highlights and achievements in this 
area are as follows: 


1. The continued development of the team organization at the 
elementary level with increased parental communications, im- 
proved student personnel services and high achievement test 
scores. 

2. The progress made in coordinating special services in providing 
continuous programs for special needs students from grade to grade 
and school to school. 

3. The increased coordination of programs and services between 
the elementary and secondary grades with special emphasis on 
grades eight and nine. 
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4. The continued growth of our music program in the performing 
areas and the renewed interest in the general and classroom music 
experiences for all students. 

5. The development of our art program providing a greater variety 
of aesthetic experiences and activities in a broad range of mediums. 
6. The increased application of available Federal Funds to assist 
educationally and culturally disadvantaged students in the basic 
skill areas at the elementary level. 

7. The continued growth and development of our athletic, 
recreational and intramural activities with increased participation 
by students and adults. 

8. The significant improvement in the coordination and efficiency 
of our custodial and cafeteria services. 

9. The improvement of student control and the institution of more 
rigorous curricula requirements at the secondary level. 

10. The rebirth of our Community School Program. 


Along with the cooperation of school personnel and citizens, 
special mention should be made of those Town Departments and 
officials who assisted the public schools immeasurably during this 
past year. Building Inspector Robert Lundberg and Chief Robert 
Winsor have carried on a very thorough program of building safety 
inspections which have helped our maintenance staff and principals 
ensure maximum safety for students and staff. The legal assistance of 
Town Counsel Kenneth MacMullen becomes more vital each year. The 
work of the Highway Department Supervisor Richard Sheehan was out- 
standing in maintaining school parking areas and helping on special proj- 
ects. Chief William Tardie of the police department continues to work 
closely with the administration on security matters. Mrs. Eastman and 
the Board of Library Trustees continue to provide our students with out- 
standing library services. Very special expressions of appreciation go to 
the Board of Selectmen and all elected officials of the Town for their 
daily efforts in support of our school programs. 


Although school enrollments appear to have reached a plateau and 
show some indications of declining slightly, the problems of managing 
our educational enterprise seem to increase daily. Social legislation such 
as breakfast programs and unemployment compensation for public 
employees require more and more administrative time. Court decisions 
concerning “due process” and confidentiality of records, along with 
State and Federal regulations and guidelines which are sometimes in 
conflict, require more paper work and administrative effort to insure 
that our administrative procedures are not in violation of State or 
Federal statutes and regulations. Research and preparation in the area 
of collective bargaining as well as the daily administration of contracts 
also takes its toll. Added to this is our constant effort to lessen the 
financial impact of the support of schools to the Town thru cooperative 
purchasing and bidding, the utilization of Federal programs such as 
CETA and Title I ESEA, the close control of expenditures and inven- 
tories, and taking maximum advantage of State reimbursements. 
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Since the school budget is the largest Town budget, the Super- 
intendent and his staff make every effort to secure maximum State re- 
imbursements to the Town to offset the tax rate. For the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1976, the school department returned $105,993.00 to 
the town treasury to be used against next year’s tax rate. This surplus 
was made possible by a larger than anticipated reimbursement from the 
State for Special Needs (Chapter 776). An analysis of Cherry Sheet 
figures of recent years will show that the net cost to the Town of East 
Bridgewater to educate its students has grown far less than the actual 
increase in the school budget appropriation. While statewide the average 
percentage increase in local property tax rates was 13% for 1976, the 
Town of East Bridgewater showed no such increase largely due to 
increased school aid dollars. A comparison of per pupil cost figures with 
twenty (20) South Shore communities shows East Bridgewater to be 
17th from the top one of the lowest in the area. 


I am proud of our record of providing high quality programs and 
services at very favorable costs when compared to other communities. 
This also is a result of cooperation among the many people and depart- 
ments previously mentioned in my report. 


In spite of the many challenges which we confront daily, I remain 
confident in our ability to meet them constructively and in the best 
interest of our students and community. I express my personal thanks to 
the members of the School Committee for their direction and guidance 
and to my staff who share the long hours and concerns. 


Please read the individual reports of the building principals and 
department heads included on the following pages.

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Report of the Principal 
of Central School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my report on the activities and 
programs at the Central School during this past year. I would like to say 
at this time that I am grateful for the continued cooperation of faculty, 
administration, and parents. This type of cooperation contributes greatly 
to the smooth operation and pleasant atmosphere found here at Central 
School. 


Our enrollment as of October 1, 1976 is as follows: Kindergarten - 
191, Grade One - 179, Grade Two - 200, Grade Three - 190, for a total of 
760. 


This fall we were pleased to welcome several new faculty and staff 
members to our school. Mrs. Lois Miner, our new guidance counselor, 
received her Bachelor of Science from Bridgewater State College where 
she also received her Masters of Education. She has teaching experience 
in the Norton Public Schools and was an elementary guidance counselor 
in Hopkinton before coming to the Central School. Mrs. Deborah 
Bastable is our new Learning Disabilities teacher. Mrs. Bastable received 
her Bachelors Degree in Elementary Education from Boston State 
College and will shortly receive her Masters Degree from Boston College 
as a Generic Specialist. Prior to coming to East Bridgewater, Mrs. 
Bastable was a Reading and Resource Room teacher for five years in the 
town of Revere. Last spring we were pleased to be able to hire Mrs. 
Maureen Callahan as our Reading Specialist at the Central School. Mrs. 
Callahan had five years of experience as a Reading Consultant/Specialist 
as well as several years as a classroom teacher in Connecticut. She re- 
ceived her Bachelors Degree from Western Connecticut College and her 
Masters Degree in Education from the University of Bridgeport. 


We also have two new second grade teachers who we were pleased 
to welcome here in September. Mrs. Joy Greim has her Bachelor of 
Science in Special Education and Elementary Education and has one year 
experience in the West Bridgewater Public Schools. Mrs. Patricia 
Morawski, who substituted for us regularly for two years, received her 
Bachelors Degree from Boston State College and prior to working here 
had three years experience teaching in Randolph. 


Miss Jane O’Hara was graduated from Westbrook College and is the 
new School Dental Hygienist. She has had three years experience 
working for a private dentist. Mr. William Cormier was hired to teach 
music at the Central School for the year 1976-1977. He is a 1976 
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graduate of the University of Lowell with a Bachelors Degree in Music 
Education. Mrs. Evelyn Johnstone was hired to teach music to the 
Kindergarten one day a week. She is a graduate of the University of 
Oregon with a Bachelors Degree in Music. We also welcomed Mrs. Natalie 
Richard as our new Instructional Aide, as well as Mrs. John Leonard to 
our cafeteria staff. 


The School Department was indeed fortunate to be given a federal 
grant this fall which enabled the administration to employ twelve Title I 
Aides. We were pleased to welcome seven of these teachers to the Central 
School in October. They are: Mrs. Elizabeth Browne, Ms. Linda Cole, Ms. 
Theresa Gallagher, Ms. Diane LeTendre, Mrs. Marlene L. Rogerson, Ms. 
Diane Whitmarsh and Mrs. Linda Whalley. 


The Title I program and personnel which I mentioned above have 
had a tremendous impact upon our overall ability to meet the needs of 
our students. Working in the area of reading, these aides have been able 
to supplement the reading programs in the classrooms and provide small 
group or individual reading help to those children who are in greatest need. 


Another area which bears mentioning is that of communication. This 
year the administration and faculty have made a renewed effort to keep 
parents informed as to the progress their children are making in the 
Central School. 


Chapter 766 has also had a positive effect upon increasing com- 
munication. This is due to the fact that parents and teachers must period- 
cially review programs in which their children are participating and make 
revisions where necessary. 


Another means of communication is the formal reporting procedure 
which consists of conferences and a final report going home in June. Due 
to the commitment on the part of teachers to communicate using many 
alternative methods, i.e. Open House, telephone conferences, happy- 
grams, etc., the numbers of formal report periods were reduced to three- 
two conferences and an end of the year report. 


I would be remiss if I did not publicly state my personal ap- 
preciation to the teachers of the Central School for their untiring efforts 
on behalf of the children of East Bridgewater. I feel confident in saying 
that there are no harder working teachers that can be found and they 
deserve all the praise we can give them. 


I truly believe that one of the contributing factors which provide us 
with such dedicated personnel is the amount of support which the ad- 
ministration can supply. Here, I am referring not directly to money but 
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to supplies, materials and time needed to accomplish the professional — 
tasks asked of them. This being one of the most important factors, it goes 
without saying that released afternoons have been of great support to the 
outstanding programs we now have. 


Looking back, over the year 1976, our nation’s 200th birthday, 
there were many rewarding and hopefully meaningful experiences for our 
Central School children. 


I would like to highlight some of these at this time: 


Our kindergartners took walking trips to both the fire and police 
stations to learn about community workers and helpers. Both depart- 
ments, I might add, were very cooperative and provided the children with 
an understanding of their functions. 


Several of our first grade classes visited local dairy farms, banks and 
supermarkets in conjunction with various units of study. 


Our second graders were fortunate to participate in a trip to the 
Atlantic Aquarium in Hull where they were able to see, first hand, some of 
the fish and other life which they had studied in a unit about the sea. 
Another trip in which the second graders participated was one to Sachem 
Rock, where the history of the area was explained by Mrs. Donald 
Bannerman. 


A walking trip was arranged for our second graders to visit the Public 
Library. Here they were given a tour and talk about the Library and each 
child became official members of the library. 


Our third graders were involved in various activities during the year. 
One of these was the annual trip in November to Plimouth Plantation and 
the Mayflower. This trip is arranged in conjunction with a two month 
study on the Pilgrims with the final activity being a re-enactment of the 
first Thanksgiving within the classroom. 


Several other trips were taken by our third graders to area farms, 
Boston theatres, and in conjunction with the Bicentennial Celebration, 
some of the children visited the Freedom trail. This particular trip was 
highlighted by the appearance of Senator Robert McCarthy who greeted us 
on the steps of the State House and arranged for us to have a fine tour of 
the facilities. 


Another event in which the entire school participated was the 
planting of a liberty tree as part of the Bicentennial celebration. Each 
grade had a part to play in the ceremony which was held on the front lawn 
of the schceol. In conjunction with the ceremony, the third graders part- 
icipated in a poetry contest and the winners each were invited to read their 
entries. The winners of the contest were Courtney McDonnell, Susan 
Sullivan, Becky Roberts, and John Fitzgerald and their poems have been 
encased in the time capsule to be opened in 2076. 
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Another Bicentennial related activity was carried on by one of Mrs. 
Riordan’s classes from the High School - that of creating a coloring 
book on the history of East Bridgewater. Our second graders were the 
delighted recipients of this coloring book, which I am sure enhanced 
their understanding of the role which East Bridgewater played in the early 
days of our country. 


Another program which is successful and bears mentioning is the 
annual opportunity for first grade parents to have lunch with their 
children during National School Lunch Week. The parents, as our invited 
guests, are given the opportunity to see first hand the daily procedure 
which their children follow. For parents who have children in school for 
the first time this can be an insightful experience; especially when, for 
one reason or another, little fears grow into major problems at a later 
date. 


An assembly program which was extremely interesting and worth- 
while for the children was presented by the New England Theatre Guild 
for Children. In various costume and characterization they presented 
Aesops Fables in a way in which the older as well as youngest members of 
our audience could appreciate. 


I would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank the other 
town departments for the cooperation shown to the Central School. In 
particular I would like to thank Mrs. Eastman and the library staff for 
their continuing support to our program; to Chief Winsor, who with his 
men graciously gave tours to our kindergartners and gave willingly of 
their time to educate our youngsters of the necessity of fire prevention; to 
Chief Tardie and his officers, especially Safety Officer Jacob, for their 
cooperation in visits to the station and programs in the school; and to Mr. 
Sheehan and Mr. Dube for their efforts on behalf of the Central School. 


To you, Mr. Mitchell, and to the members of the East Bridgewater 
School Committee, I would like to extend my sincere appreciation for 
your support and direction during this past year. This type of cooperative 


attitude and encouragement enables our school system to grow and provide 
the children of East Bridgewater with the best possible educational op- 
portunities.

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Report of the Principal 
of the Intermediate School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


It is with much pride that I report on the Intermediate School 
activities and program during this our Bicentennial Year. 


The school enrollment as of October 1, 1976 was 415 children. The 
breakdown on these figures places 192 students in grade four and 223 
in grade five. 


The established staff of the school saw the addition of six new -. 


members in the teaching as well as the support staff areas. The class- —~ 


room positions were filled by Carol Spendley - a 1962 graduate of Boston 
College, Robert Smith - a 1976 graduate of Bridgewater State College, 
and Deborah Beaucaire a 1975 graduate of Bridgewater State College. We 
had a speech teacher join the staff on a shared basis with the Central 
School: Deborah Davin - 1975 graduate of Boston College. The new 
position of health aide was created in September 1976 and filled by 
Deborah Fanning - a 1974 graduate of Southeast Regional with a medical 
assistant’s certificate. The other new staff member to join us was in the 
position of instructional aide: Virginia Gillespie - a part time student of 
Bridgewater State College. 


During the summer months, much cleaning and minor renovation 
was carried out. The major project was repair work to the boiler unit. The 
replacement of interior parts and rebuilding the fire box left the heating 
system in efficient operating order for the harsh New England winter. 


The instructional program offered by the Intermediate School 
Staff continues to show growth in the diagnosis of students’ needs, the 
prescription of lessons and activities, the creative and conscientious 
development of instruction, and the consistent follow-through on record 
keeping and planning. The team concept in meeting children’s needs has 
met much success in all the various groupings in which it has been 
employed. 


The pursuit of individual instruction received a boost with the in- 
troduction of five certified teachers under Federal Title I funding. These 
Educational Assistants were appointed October 1, 1976 and have done 
much planning, preparing, and presenting in small group settings to help 
our children become better and more capable readers.

The Special Services Team under the able direction of Miss 
Williams and involving the services of guidance, language, and speech 
has shown continuous growth in meeting the needs of our students under 
Chapter 766. The talents and expertise of this group provides invaluable 
instruction and assistance to many children with various learning needs. 
The advice and help the Special Needs Team provides to classroom 
teachers is a valuable additional dimension to an already strong program. 


The key to success of the school has been the effective blend of 
established, time tested approaches combined with new, innovative, 
and unique techniques. The established activities such as the Christmas 
and Spring Concert Program, the intramurals and student-faculty con- 
tests, and end-of-the-year Awards Assembly, all enjoyed continued 
popularity. The new offerings broke on the scene and saw much the 
same success -- the Mini-Olympics held at the high school stadium, and 
guided tours of the school during the summer for in-coming fourth 
graders, the production of the musical H.M.S. Pinafore, the utilization 
of Art and Music to reinforce reading skills, and the printing of a detailed 
Parent Handbook. Each offering added to the diversity and interest of 
the total school program. 


Bicentennial related activities were many and varied. They included 
a series of school lunches which were named for a historical event of the 
revolution, participation in the New England wide Bicentennial Spelling 
Bee, two performances of the Looking Glass Theatre which involved all 
the children in the school as they acted out the events which led to the 
American Revolution, a concluding activity of a viewing of the film 
Johnny Tremain. 


The trips and travels the students enjoyed covered many miles and 
brought them into many exciting environments. The shorter trips saw the 
youngsters visit a greenhouse and a printing shop. The more lengthy 
trips had the boys and girls visit the Boston Aquariumor the Museum of 
Science. The other areas visited! included the Stoneham Zoo, The 
Freedom Trail, the Massachusetts State House, and Logan Airport. All 
these experiences did much to broaden the perceptions and increase the 
understanding of our boys and girls as they learned about the environ- 
ment in which they live. 


This brief report can only list a diverse series of events and ac- 
tivities. The list of credits is lengthy indeed. It includes teacher, support 
staff, and all members who contribute to the well being of the children. 
I can never accurately explain the great efforts made to offer to each 
child a place where he is cared about and taught to realize his full 
potential as a productive and happy citizen of the community. 
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A special and very specific thanks goes to the Central Office Team 
of Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Achin, and Mr. Levine whose unceasing efforts made 
possible so much of the success we enjoyed. 


In conclusion, the staff and I look to 1977 with an enthusiastic and 
continuing commitment. With the continuing help, guidance, and 
support of East Bridgewater School Committee, we will continue to meet 
the many varied needs of our children as we have in the past years.

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Report of the Middle School Principal 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit to you and the School Committee my 
annual report as Principal of the Middle School. 


Our total enrollment as of December, 1976 is 679 students in 
grades 6-8. The distribution of these students is as follows: grade 6, 202; 
grade 7, 246; grade 8, 223; Severely Developmentally Disabled Class, 8. 


Team teaching, which we have found beneficial in the past, con- 
tinues to be the organizational pattern used in the school. Great emphasis 
is placed on supporting the efforts of our teams as they assist students 
develop their learning process. This is truly the heart of our diagnostic- 
prescriptive teaching model. Mr. Karl Crowell, our Core Evaluation Team 
chairman, has exerted tremendous leadership over our Support Service 
Team, insuring that quality teaching and learning strategiesare developed 
and implemented by our teaching staff. We have, in our sixth grade, 
modified our team structure slightly to insure greater articulation with 
the Intermediate School. There are two sub-teams that are centers- 
oriented, and two that are structured. We have been pleased with the 
flexibility that this gives as we introduce incoming students to the 
Middle School. 


‘Officer Richard Jacob has served the schools this past year very 
successfully in his role as Safety Officer. He has worked closely with the 
staff and administration to provide instruction in Bus Evacuation, the 
role of the police in our community, juvenile law and safety. At all 
levels, he has been well received and the students have benefited greatly 
from his work with them. 


Our music program has expanded to the point where 25% of 
our enrollment now participates in various performance groups. 
Concerts, participation in Southeastern Massachusetts School Band- 
masters Association and District chorus, as well as appearances through- 
out the town during the holiday periods, provide opportunities for our 
young performers to play before receptive audiences. 


The intramural program has included the following activities; 
basketball, floor hockey, gymnastics, flag football and soccer. Partici- 
pation in boththe boys and girls programs has been excellent. 
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Our eighth grade class, under the leadership of Mr. William Smith, 
again enjoyed a busy year. Activities included dances, hay rides, a semi- 
formal buffet and dance in June and a ski trip. The Student Council, 
along with their advisor Mrs. Mary Alden, participated in ACTION, a 
school exchange program developed by the Peace Corps to help students 
in foreign lands. They also collected and distributed gifts for the children 
at the Paul A. Dever School, as well as patients in the East Bridgewater 
Nursing Homes. 


The Drama Club, under the direction of Ms. Collette Valois, 
presented a very successful Christmas play “Whatever Happened to 
Ebenezer Scrooge.” 


New staff members joining the Middle School Faculty are: Mr. Curt 
Anderson, teacher of Art, University of Massachusetts, B.A.; Mr. Spencer 
Bernstein, eight grade science, University of Maine, B.S., M.Ed.; Janine 
Desmarais, teacher of Home Economics, Framingham State College, 
B.S.; Timothy Megan, teacher of music, Hartt College, B.M.; Mrs. Pamela 
Farley, Instructional Aide in the Severely Developmentally Disabled

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Report of the High School Principal 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit the annual report of the High School 
Principal for 1976. 


The Spring of 1976 brought the visitation of the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges, following an exhaustive year long 
self-evaluation by the staff of the High School. The self-evaluation 
proved to be an extremely valuable asset to the staff and administration 
of the school in recognizing the strengths, needs, and future goals of the 
school. East Bridgewater High School has been fully accredited through 
1981. By addressing ourselves to the recommendations of NEASC, the 
accredition will be extended beyond that through 1986. 


The appointment of William E. Farrell as Assistant Principal has 
resulted in considerable change and improvement in the areas of student 
control and discipline. Through much support and assistance by the 
faculty, Mr. Farrell has worked toward developing consistant and 
necessary policies and procedures concerning matters such as student 
responsibilities, absences, tardiness, and general control. The result has 
been a much more positive atmosphere throughout the school. 


Another welcomed addition to our staff has been Mrs. Sherley 
Phillips, our Resource Teacher, who works in the area of learning 
disabilities. Mrs. Phillips has brought considerable expertise to the school 
in working with the staff and individual students to improve the learning 
of students with special needs. Mrs. Phillips has done much work in 
developing and improving the special needs program at the High School. 


Special mention should be made regarding the work this year of 
the Department Chairpersons and Directors in matters of curriculum 
development and refinement. Not content to allow course offerings and 
material to remain “‘status quo”, these individuals are providing active 
leadership in their departments and among each other in developing 
courses that are interesting and relevant to student needs. The vigor with 
which they conducted the self-evaluation continues in the routine but 
demanding cycles of the school year, involving budget, program 
development, material selection, scheduling, and student placement. 


The autumn of 1976 brought about a major change in parent con- 
ference and grade reporting practices. As opposed to the former “Open 
House” parent-teacher conference method, this year we scheduled 
individual conferences on two evenings and one afternoon. The 
conferences were held following issuance of the first term grades, which 
this year were published on computer-produced forms. A poll of parents 
indicated near unanimous support in favor of the scheduled conferences 
and printed report cards, which were mailed home. We will continue 
the practice.

This year has seen some changes in our Special Needs Staff. We are 
most fortunate to welcome the following people to our Special Needs 
Service Team:

With the initial impact of Chapter 766 coming under control, the 
Special Services Team has been working on projects that will facilitate 
record keeping, communication, and efficiency. The major ongoing pro- 
ject is the integration of special services into the regular education 
curriculum. 


At this time, I would like to discuss the Title I Project for the 
East Bridgewater Public Schools. In the past, the federal money available 
to East Bridgewater through Title I has ranged from $11,000 to 15,000. 
The entitlement this past year has increased to over $32,000, which has 
enabled us to employ twelve certified teachers as Education Assistants at 
the Central and Intermediate Schools. These teachers are providing extra 
help primarily in the area of Reading. The following teachers are 
currently working in this program: Mrs. Elizabeth Browne, Ms. Linda 
Cole, Ms. Pamela Farrell, Mrs. Theresa Gallagher, Mrs. Carol Klonicki, 
Ms. Diane LeTendre, Mrs. Marlene Rogerson, Mrs. Wendy Segel, Mrs. 
Pamela Warner, Ms. Diane C. Whitmarsh, Mrs. Linda H. Whalley, and 
Mrs. Susan Winroth. 


A special note of appreciation should be given to Mr. George Frye, 
Ms. Kim Callahan of the Central School, and Ms. Eileen Williams of the 
Intermediate School for coordinating the entire program. I would also 
like to commend the efforts of Mrs. Diane Barbour who is serving in 
the position of Title I Parent Advisory Council (PAC) Chairperson. 
The demands on Diane during this first year of this large project are 
great and she, along with the total PAC, have been fantastic in their

The objective of the present program is to encourage participation 
by many rather than just a few students with activities that will contribute 
to their total fitness, enjoyable use of leisure time and development of 
desirable physical, mental and social qualities. 


The physical education department continues to meet the needs 
of the individual students through a flexible program that includes a 
variety of individual, team and recreational activities. At the Central, 
Intermediate and Middle Schools Bicentennial Field Days were held. The 
students of the Intermediate School studied the countries they represented 
as part of the OLYMPIC parade of nations. The High School program 
received commendations by the Evaluation Committee in offering a se- 
lective pgrogram consisting of a wide variety of units that allows students 
to choose activities of interest to them on a co-educational basis. 


With a renewed national interest the department increased its em- 
phasis on physical fitness. At the Central and Intermediate School boys 
and girls were tested as to their degree of Physical fitness with the results 
being sent to the parents. Students will be tested again to determine the 
degree of improvement one has made since the initial test was given. 


Our intra-mural program was expanded to the Central School. This 
type of activity is a application of the social and recreational phase of the 
physical education program. 


Highlights of the 1976 Athletic Programs were the continued 
achievements of the Basketball, Field Hockey, Softball and Tennis teams; 
the development and performance of the Baseball, Cross Country, Cheer- 
leaders, Golf and Ice Hockey squads; the state wide recognition by the 
Football team and the Track team who for the second year became the 
South Shore League champions. 
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Last June an Athletic Study Task Force Committee was organized 
for the purpose of assessing the long range and immediate needs of the 
athletic program. I would like to extend my appreciation to the members 
of the committee for their contribution, time and effort - Mr. William 
Copeland and Mr. John Manchester members of the School Committee; 
Mrs. Helen Simmons a member of the Educational Advisory Council; Mr. 
John Carey Booster Club president; Coaches Miss Judith Kraemer and Mr. 
George McCabe; students Lee Neary and Greg Derosier. 


The members of the Athletic Department are most grateful to the 
School Physician, Dr. Donald Bannerman; Athletic Trainer, Mr. William 
Copeland and Mrs. Barbara Alexander and Mrs. Lynne Oakley of the 
School Nursing Staff for their assistance throughout the athletic sports 
seasons. 


The school recreational program has been expanded to meet the 
interests of the adults within the community and contributes to their 
enjoyable use of leisure time by offering the activities of basketball, 
volleyball and physical fitness for both men and women. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to all members of 
the community, parents, school committee, superintendent of schools, 
principals, teachers, school personnel and others who faithfully and 
willingly serve the children of our schools.

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Report of the Director of School Food Services 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


A change in lunch policies throughout the country at the High 
School level has brought about the concern for food waste. We offer all 
five items included in Type A lunch - protein 2 0z., 3/4 cup fruit and 
vegetable, 1/2 pint milk, bread products and 1 tsp. margarine or butter, 
but students can choose as few as three of these if they wish, but must 
pay the regular price. 


Efforts are being made at all levels to present the popular foods, 
such as hamburgers and pizza, with a not too popular choice during 
the week. At the High School there are three choices each day, the 
regular Type A meal, an alternate which includes a sandwich, and a diet 
plate. 


Policy for milk has changed also, we are now offering a choice of 
chocolate or regular homogenized. Price is still 5 ¢ to the student. Our 
present subsidy is 6 ¢ . Average cost per 1/2 pint is .0967. McIntire’s 
Dairy, Bridgewater received the bid this year. At the Central School 
students are offered chocolate milk twice a week. 


Besides milk, two other items are on bid. Ice Cream was awarded to 
Hendries Ice Cream Co., and Bread awarded to Wards - the New England 
Bakery. 


Lunch price in all schools is 35 ¢ this year, subsidy on lunches 19 ¢ 
per plate with an additional .539 for needy plates and .339 for reduced 
plates. 


Breakfasts are served at the Middle and High Schools, with a send 
out program at Central for 20 Headstart pupils. These Headstart pupils 
have lunch at the Central School. Milk or juice is served to Kindergarten 
pupils at the Central School along with crackers for a snack at both 
morning and afternoon sessions. 


Senior Citizens are enjoying meals each Thursday at the Middle 
School. Thanksgiving Dinner 157 were served. Attendance has averaged 
102 for the year. Mrs. Alden of the faculty has arranged for her students 
to take turns helping the elderly with trays and beverages, also assisting the 
Cafeteria Staff by helping with the cleaning of tables, their work is very 
much appreciated. 


Members of the Key Club at the High School are delivering lunches 
to shut-ins once a month, paying for the meals from the club’s funds. 
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In August 10 of the School Food Service Personnel attended the 
Annual Workshop for a week at Stonehill College. Three Managers and the ~ 
Director attended the Annual Massachusetts School Food Service 
Convention in North Falmouth in October. 


Mrs. Emily Rocha, Manager at the Middle School was granted a leave 
of absence for a year - Mrs. Jane Olson and Mrs. Leila Curley will each 
serve a half year in her absence. Managers at the other schools are Mrs. 
Florence Tarantino at the High School, Mrs. Mary Davidson at the Inter- 
mediate and Mrs. Eleanor Ellis at the Central. 


The Managers meet each month with the Director, the Super- 
intendent Mr. Mitchell, the Administrative Assistant, Mr. Achin and Mr. 
Condron representative from the Principals in attendance. 


Thanks goes to all my Managers, to Mr. Achin, to the Prinicpals of 
each school, who have been of great assistance in shaping our School 
Food Service, and to you, Mr. Mitchell, for the advice and time you have 
given us.
